O MANY events have occurred within the past month that the task 
of selecting the more important for discussion is by no means 
free from difficulty. Probably the President’s message to Con- 
gress, or rather the first of the series, is worthy of appearing at 
the head of the list though to attempt a review of that encyclo- 

pedia of useful information is sheer madness. Even editors must shrink 
appalled, and content themselves with discussing this monumental work in 
sections. To a mind of ordinary calibre, comprehension in entirety is an 
impossibility. This is not said in the spirit of 
criticism. No President more sincere and cour- 
The President’s Message. ageous ever held office. lew have deserved bet- 
ter of their country. he only trouble is that 
when nature made Mr. Roosevelt, she was in a 
lavish mood, and used the materials of three men to create one. 

An act prohibiting campaign contributions is recommended, likewise 
one conferring upon the Government the right of appeal on questions of 
law in criminal cases. . Then, after calling attention to “the very unsatis- 
factory state of our criminal law,” due to reversals on purely technical points 


it is suggested that “it would be well to enact a law providing something 
to the effect that:” 


No judgment shall be set aside or new trial granted in any 
cause, civil or criminal, on the ground of misdirection of the jury 
or the improper admission or rejection of evidence, or for error 
as to any matter of pleading or procedure, unless, in the opinion 
of the court to which the application is made, after an examina- 
tion of the entire cause, it shall affirmatively appear that the er- 
ror complained of has resulted in a miscarriage of justice.” 
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Attention is also called to the abuse of the writ of injunction, particu- 
larly in cases in which labor is interested, though no definite remedy is of- 
fered for consideration. The lynching evil, the quarrel between capital and 
labor, the eight hour law for railroad employees, the corporation problem, 
marriage and divorce and technical training are among the subjects -dis- 
cussed. Very little of value has been added to the numerous: contributions 
on these subjects. Let us now consider in more detail, two sections of the 
message.

F THE President’s Message no portion has aroused wider discussion 
C) than the proposition to tax incomes and inheritances—a proposition 
which has, generally speaking, met with a favorable reception as 
witness the avowal of the Chairman of the New York State Tax Revision 
Commission of his intention to recommend to the Legislature a “graded in- 
come tax.” 
While taxation in any form is odious, it is a necessary evil and the states- 
man’s only thought should be to apportion the burden in accordance with 
the returns which the citizen receives from the 
government. Put in business-like form the prop- 
Taxing Incomes. osition is something like this: A, B, C, D, E, F, 
G, and H have banded together for protection 
and established a government with all its attend- 
ant expenses. A owns a dozen houses and interests in various enterprises 
worth, say, one million dollars, B’s interests amount to $500,000, C’s $100,- 
000, D’s $50,000, E’s $10,000, F’s $5,000, G’s $2,000; and H’s $1,000. 
Of course, all are protected as to their persons and properties and 
therefore all should pay something, but assuming that all pay an equal 
amount, is not A deriving a greater return than any of the others? Has not 
the protection of his one million dollars worth of property entailed an ex- 
pense which justly should be borne by him alone? Now apply this principle 
to eighty million people instead of to eight and the absurdity of the present 
system becomes still more manifest. Is it not true, as stated by President 
Roosevelt, that ‘‘the man of great wealth owes a peculiar obligation to the 
State because he derives special advantages from the mere existence of gov- 
ernment.” : 

‘ In reply to the objection that under our present system the rich man 
pays more than his poor neighbor, it can be flatly stated that he does noth- 
ing of the sort. An examination of the tax rolls of any community, and this 
is particularly true of New York City, will show estate after estate taxed at 
a hundredth part of its value. A proposed income tax, we may assume, will 
be dodged in every way which skilled minds may suggest, but the effect on 
the whole will, we think, be beneficial. 

Such an act would have to be very carefully drawn in view of the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court, which held unconstitutional the law of 
1894 (a similar act had been passed in 1861). While this decision stands as 
the law of the land, and is of course accepted as such, it must be kept in 
mind that it was only reached by a majority of one. The new bill must 


therefore be skillfully prepared with a view to eliminating all the objection- 
able features in the old. 
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AXING INCOMES is by no means a novel method of raising funds 
for carrying on the government, though statesmen have generally 
adopted the easier expedient of wringing money from the most help- 

less members of the community. It is perhaps largely because of this fact 

that taxation has become so unpopular. 

‘The Commons hath he pill’d with grievous taxes, 

And lost their hearts.” 

England and many of the other Continental nations follow the income 

taxing plan. 
One of the most ancient examples is found 
An Ancient Income Tax. in the laws of Solon. While the timocratic princi- 
ple of classifying citizens derived its chief import- 
ance as a means of regulating military service, it 
also served to determine the amount of taxes which each was called upon to 
pay. 

Members of the first class (Pentacosiomedimni) were those whose in- 
come equaled five hundred medimni of corn. The second included those who 
received between three hundred and five hundred medimni, the third be- 
tween two hundred and three hundred and the fourth, necessarily the largest 
in number, comprised those whose annual receipts were less than two hun- 
dred medimni. 

Now in computing the property of the individual as a basis for taxation 
the annual income served as a means for calculation according to a vary- 
ing scale thus securing an eminently just graduated income tax. Hence the 
taxable property of a citizen of the first class was calculated at twelve times 
his annual income, of a Hippeus (second class) at ten times, of a Zeugite 
(third class) at five times. Members of the fourth class paid no taxes. 

Thus to borrow Grote’s illustration, a Pentacosiomedimnus, whose in- 
come was exactly 500 drachmas (the minimum qualification of his class) 
stood rated in the schedule for a taxable property of 6,000 drachmas or one 
talent, being twelve times his income—if his annual income were 1,000 
drachmas he would stand rated for 12,000 drachmas or two talents, being 
the same proportion of income to ratable capital. But when we pass to the 
second class, horsemen, or knights, the proportion of the two is changed. 
The horseman possessing an income of just 300 drachmas (or 300 medim- 
ni), would stand rated for 3,000 drachmas, or ten times his real income, and 
so in the same proportion for any income above. 300 and below 500. Again 
in the third class or below 300, the proportion is a second time altered—the 
Zeugite possessing exactly 200 drachmas of income was rated upon a still 
lower calculation at 1,000 drachmas or a sum equa! to five times his income: 
and all incomes of this class would in like manner be multiplied by five in 
order to obtain the amount of ratable capital. Upon these respective sums 
of schedule capital all direct taxation was levied. If the state required 1 per 
cent. of direct tax, the poorest Pentacosiomedimnus would pay (upon 6,000 
drachmas) 60 drachmas; the poorest Hippeus would pay (upon 3,000 
drachmas) 30; the poorest Zeugite would pay (upon 1,000 drachmas) 10 
drachmas. 

From Solon to Theodore Roosevelt is a far cry. But after all “there 
is no new thing under the sun.” eee 
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ARGE ACCUMULATIONS of capital in the hands of individuals, 
constitute a certain menace to our institutions owing to the power 
which they give the possessors to obtain special privileges through 

unlawful means. Whether the transmission of “swollen fortunes’ in itself 

is a source of danger, is another question. There is an old saw concerning 

the return from shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves which, we think, is still true in 

a general way, and so long as we keep the entail statutes off our books, there 
is probably little to fear. 

As a means of obtaining revenue, however, 

the transmission of large inheritances invites in 

Swollen Fortunes. quiry. Certainly public policy does not demand 

that we seek to keep these fortunes intact. Nearly 

all the states have adopted this plan (though the 
smaller estates foot nearly the whole bill), and it only remains for the 
National Government to follow their example. There should be this differ- 
ence however. The act usually provides for a flat rate after excepting gifts 
to descendants to a certain amount. A fairer plan would be to declare a 
graduated tax with a rate which increases in proportion to the amount of 
the inheritance. 

Nor is an inheritance tax by the National Government an experiment. A 
graduated tax, the rate increasing with the amount left to any individual 
was first imposed by the act of July 6, 1797. Again on July 1, 1862, an- 
other act was passed, a minimum sum of $1,000 in personal property being 
declared exempt, the rate then becoming progressive according to the re- 
moteness of kin. Such a tax was again imposed by the war revenue act of 
June 13; 1898, on sums exceeding $10,000, the rate increasing both in ac- 
cordance with the amounts left and the legatee’s remoteness of kin. The 
Constitutionality of both these later acts has been sustained by the Supreme 
Court. 

Nevertheless the subject of taxation being one of enormous difficulty. 
we should “go slow” or to adopt the language of the message “‘It is wise 
that progress in this direction should be gradual. At first a permanent 
national inheritance tax, while it might be more substantial than any such tax 
has hitherto been, need not approximate either in amount or in the extent of 
the increase by graduation to what such a tax should ultimately be.”

| N ANOTHER part of the message there is discussed the question of em- 

ployer’s liability. But at this point we begin to “hae doots.” It is 

claimed that the act passed at the last session did not go far enough. 
l‘urther remarks should be quoted verbatim. 


“In spite of all precautions exercised by employers there are 
unavoidable accidents and even deaths involved in nearly every 
line of business connected with the mechanic arts. This inevitable 
sacrifice of life may be reduced to a minimum, but it cannot be 
completely eliminated. It is a great social injustice to compel the 
employee, or rather the family of the killed or disabled victim, to 
bear the entire burden of such an inevitable sacrifice. In other 
words, society shirks its duty by laying the whole cost on the vic- 
tim, whereas the injury comes from what may be called the-legiti- 
mate risks of the trade. Compensation for accidents or death due 
in any line of industry to the actual conditions under which that 
industry is carried on should be paid by that portion of the com- 
munity for the benefit of which the industry is carried on—that is, 
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by those who profit by the industry. If the entire trade risk is 

placed upon the employer he will promptly and properly add it to 

the legitimate cost of production and assess it proportionately up- 

on the consumers of his commodity. {t is therefore clear to my 

mind that the law should place this entire ‘risk of a trade’”’ upon 

the employer.” 

This is class legislation of the rankest and 

most malignant type. Every trade, business or 

Employers’ Liability. profession has its risk, though the only occupa- 

tions to be favored are those “connected with the 

mechanic art.” ‘he farmer’s “hand” who is rup- 

tured, the miner’s helper who is injured by a premature explosion, and the 

lumberman crushed beneath a falling tree, are to be remediless while the 
oiler of a piece of machinery is to be compensated. is 

But mayhap it was meant that all manual occupations should be fav- 
ored? In that case our criticism partly fails. Or is it that this stringent rule 
of liability should be stretched in favor of every employee, even domestic 
servants? If not, where are we to draw the line. 1[s not a coachman, for in- 
stance, as worthy of protection as a mechanic? And why is it just that socie- 
ty should shoulder the loss of one set of victims only? 

Observe the phrase “those who profit by the industry,” i. e the con- 
sumer, for the employer “will promptly and properly add it to the cost of 
production.” ‘Lhat is to say, that you and | who because of the exigencies 
of the weather, let alone ‘that monster, custom,’ are obliged to wear shoes, 
must indemnify the families of the workers. And in plain English, who is 
to indemnify our families, if we encounter any of the thousand and one ac- 
cidents which are of daily occurrence? 

Another query, What will be the ettect of such legislation upon 
the employers themselves? At present by the exercise of due care in the se- 
lection of fellow workmen, places in which to labor, etc., they escape liability. 
There is therefore every incentive to observe the law. If however, they are 
to be accountable in any event and can indemnify themselves in the manner 
proposed, why incur needless expense in procuring new and improved safe- 
ty appliances and kindred means of reducing mortality among workmen. 

Such an act as is proposed is in line with the coddling laws introduced 
by demagogues who are teaching the workman to consider himself possessed 
of rights which are paramount to those of his fellow citizens. As a matter 
of justice, law and logic, his rights are no greater and no less.

N LINE with what has been said, comes the decision of Judge Walter 
Evans of the United States District Court for Kentucky, declaring the 
Employers’ Liability Act unconstitutional. his was in a suit brought 

by the administratrix of N. C. Brooks against the Southern Pacific Railroad 

to recover damages for the death of plaintiff's husband. On the hearing of 

a demurrer interposed by the defendant, the Court permitted the Assistant 

United States Attorney General to appear im behalf of the act, despite de- 
fendant’s objection that the case was strictly between the parties. 

The entire question rests on the construction 

to be given subsection 3 of section VIII of article 

Is It Constitutional? [ of the Constitution, giving Congress power “to 

regulate commerce * -* * among the several 
states."’ We are required to construe the words 


“regulate commerce.”’ Is an act which merely creates and imposes liability 
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upon certain common carriers to their employees and in no way prescribes 

rules for carrying on trafic among the states, a regulation of Commerce? 

Judge Evans answers in the negative, arguing that if the operation of 
the act could in any way affect trade among the states, it would do so in a 
manner so remote, incidental, and contingent as in no proper sense to affori| 
a factor of any value in determining the question in contention. Indeed it 
may be said that it is obvious that Congress had in contemplation no more 
than the creation of the liability mentioned and it would be a most strained 
construction to hold that it included anything broader than that. Creating 
new liabilities growing out of the relations of master and servant on the one 
hand, and regulating commerce on the other, are two things so entirely dif- 
ferent that confusion of the judicial mind upon them is hardly to be expected 
under normal conditions.” 

We wonder what was meant by “normal conditions.” Did his Honor 
intend a slap at some of his colleagues whose views have been more accepta- 
ble to the executive ? Judge Evans, it will be remembered was singled out for 
rebuke by President Roosevelt in his annual message, because of the decision 
in Order of Railway Telegraphers against the Louisville and Nashviile 
Railroad Company, holding void the act of Congress of June 1, 1896. ‘ihe 
language of this portion of the message deserves quotation. 

‘| have specifically in view” says the President, “‘a recent decision by a 
District Judge leaving railway employes without a remedy for violation ot 
a certain so-called labor statute. It seems an absurdity to permit a single 
District Judge, against what may be the judgment of the immense majority 
of his colleagues on the bench, to declare a law solemnly enacted by the Con- 
gress to be ‘unconstitutional.’ ”’ 

The antagonists appear to be well matched. 

While we are inclined to think the Presidential attack unwarranted this 
is after all, beside the present issue which is as to the validity of a very rev- 
olutionary bit of national legislation. It is to be hoped that the question will 
receive the attention of the Supreme Court, as its importance demands that 
it be settled one way or the other at an early date. Certainly it cannot be 
said that Judge Evans does not present a good argument on the face in favor 
of his contention.*

N EWS OF THE illness of Logan E. Bleckley, former Chief Justice of 
Georgia’s Supreme Court, comes as a great shock not only to mem- 
bers of the bar of his home state, but to all who have been brought 

in contact with him, either personal or through the medium of the reports. 

Judge Bleckley, now in his eightieth year is afflicted with Bright's disease 

and his condition is said to be hopeless. His death which now seems but a 

question of a short time, will remove one of the most picturesque characters 

in the country. 
The Supreme Court of Georgia has always 
occupied high rank among tribunals, but never has 

Judge Logan E. Bleckley. it attained a loftier position than under Judge 

Bleckley. The latter was even more than a jurist, 

he was or rather is a wit and poet, who while nev- 
er degenerating into eccentricity made dry law reports the vehicle for his 
humor and his poesy. 


*Since the above was written, a decision similar to that of Judge Evans has been 
rendered by Judge McCall, of the U. S. District Court, sitting at Memphis, in Howard 
v. Illinois Cent. R. R. Co. 
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While the assets of a corporation can be seized by the Federal Courts, 
it cannot be dissolved. ‘This is law as stated in text books. As put by 
Bleckley it became “Your money, not your life, is the demand of the Bank- 
rupt Act.” 

A purchaser of property from one who has no title cannot recover the 
price until he tenders back the property. Of this he says “Restitution before 
absolution is as sound in law as in theology,’’ while he summed up the situa- 
tion in a certain creditors action as follows: ‘“The father had no capital 
and the son no character. The man without character carried on business in 
the name and upon the credit of the man without capital.” 


Appellate tribunals he aptly hit off in the following: ‘Some courts live 
by correcting the errors of others and adhering to their own.” 

In the case of Harriman v. First Baptist Church, where a difficulty had 
arisen in the course of an excursion up the river, he remarked ‘“‘a committee- 
man on board was threatened with a most profane form of immersion.” 

Instances are legion, two more must suffice. The first is from the deci- 
sion in a case which involved the question whether a traveler’s trunk could 
be seized for debt, conceding that the clothes therein were exempt: 


“The rind and pulp of an orange, or the envelope of a letter 

and the letter itself, are not more closely connected than a passen- 

ger’s trunk and its contents when the trunk is in the care of the 

carrier and the key is in the passenger’s pocket. * * * To 
catch up baggage for debt is the next thing to taking the person of 

the debtor. The traveler might almost as well be put in jail for 

an hour or two as to have his trunk or valise locked up at the rail- 

road station. Perhaps he would rather go to jail for a little while 

if he could have the company of his baggage, than be free on 

condition of parting with it. To separate him from that which 

is the object of his chief care and solicitude through the whole 

course of his wanderings, is hard upon him indeed. Between the 

passenger and the baggage there is a relation beyond that of 
mere partnership. When baggage is lost, it is not simply priva- 
tion—it is bereavement.” 

In the other case, one of the parties had objected to a juror on the 
ground of relationship albeit the relationship was somewhat remote con- 
sisting merely in the fact that the juror’s stepdaughter had been married 
to the brother of the other litigant. Judge Bleckley quickly overrode this 
contention in the following verse: 


“The groom and bride each comes within 
The circle of the other's kin, 

But kin and kin are still no more 

Related than they were before.” 


In January, 1880, Judge Bleckley resigned only to be reappointed sev- 
en years later. Having finally quitted the bench, being over the allotted 
“three-score and ten” and with a finished career behind him he became a 
special student of mathematics at the University of Georgia. 

In rounding out this fragmentary sketch we cannot do better than 
quote a portion of the touching poem which he read from the bench at the 
conclusion of his first term of service. It will be found in the sixty-fourth 
volume of the Georgia reports. 


“In the Matter of Rest. 
Rest for head, and brow and breast, 
For fingers, heart and brain: 
Rest and peace, a long release 
From labor and from pain; 
Pain of doubt, fatigue, despair, 
Pain of darkness everywhere, 
And seeking light in vain.”

Since the decision of the Supreme Court in the Northern Securities case, grave 
doubts have existed as to the legality of many of the so-called “Trusts,” which, 
through the holding of a majority or perhaps all of the stock of subsidiary companies 
transacting business in various states of the Union, are enabled to control trade in 
certain commodities. Speaking of the steel trust, Byron W. Holt, the Editor of 
Moody’s Magazine, in a recent paper read before the American Economic Associa- 
tion, said, “Both as to capital and earnings, the steel trust is easily the most colossal 


corporation on earth. It is a holding rather than an operating company, and was 
formed with the intent, effect, power and tendency to restrain and suppress com- 
petition and create a monopoly. It is clearly illegal under the Sherman Anti-trust 


Law and under the laws of several states in which it does business, as has been shown 
by Professor H. L. Wilgus. It is a trust in the original sense of the word, because it 
holds, as a Trustee, the shares of the various constituent companies and votes for 
directors of these companies.” 

This characterization of the purposes of the steel trust doubtless applies with 
equal force to many of the other large corporations. 

The Northern Securities Company was prosecuted by the Federal Government 
and forced to dissolve. That minority stockholders of the constituent companies are 
not remediless under State laws is indicated by a recent case in Illinois, the opinion 
of the court in which is printed below. In this, as in the Northern Securities case, it is 
clearly shown that the powers given to the holding company by the laws of the State 
creating it afford it no protection where there is a conflict with the laws of the State 
creating the constituent company. 

The law seems to be clear, and yet the great trusts continue to do business in 
spite of the law. What is to be the outcome? Is a Federal license law the remedy? 
If so, what is to be done with the corporations now existing? Are they to be denied 
the right to do business, or are their past sins to be forgiven on the promise to obey 
the new law? Are they then to be licensed to do what the law now forbids them to 
do? Under the present state of affairs, the great trusts are not in the form of holding 
companies from choice, but rather from necessity, arising from the difficulty, if not impos- 
sibility, of one corporation carrying on business in several states. For example, in 
Pennsylvania, except in a few cases, foreign corporations are not permitted to hold real 
estate. A Federal license law would have the effect not only of bringing corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce within the regulating power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but at the same time would license them to carry on business in any or all 
of the states and territories of the Union, without the consent of such states. The 
trusts themselves would no doubt welcome such a law. It may be said that only 
the good trusts will be licensed; but who is to decide whether a corporation is good 
or bad? And having been pronounced good by the Federal Govefnment, what is to 
prevent such corporations, by legal means, by reason of their great wealth and organi- 
zation, from monopolizing the trade of the country? 

These are questions which must be answered in the near future. The problem of 
the trusts is, we believe, going to be settled eventually in a way which will be just to 
the people and the corporations as well, and the responsibility of settling it is upon 
the lawyers of the United States, in their capacity as judges, legislators and members 
of the bar. The opinion printed below is worthy of their careful consideration. 
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HOLDING COMPANIES — PURCHASE OF 
STOCK FOR PURPOSE OF CONTROL— 
RESTRAINT OF COMPETITION.

Dunsar, et al., v. AMERICAN TELEPHONE & TELE- 
GRAPH COMPANY, et al. KELLOGG v. SAME. 


Minority stockholders in a suit to restrain another corpo- 
ration from purchasing the majority of the stock in their 
company alleged that the purpose of the transaction was 
to stifle competition and to create a monopoly in it and its 
licensee companies; that such purchasing company intended 
to acquire such stock, and through such ownership to select 
directors, who should act in the interest of the purchasing 
company, and free it and its subsidiary companies from com- 
petition, and that its ultimate purpose was to finally dis- 
solve. the complainant’s company. Held, that such conduct 
of the purchasing company was fraudulent as against such 
minority stockholders, entitling them to maintain their suit 
for relief. 

A corporation cannot purchase a majority of the capital 
stock of another corporation in its own name or in the name 
of others as agent or trustees for the purpose of controlling 
the latter, and thereby preventing competition between it or 
one of its subsidiary companies and such other corporation; 
such a transaction being ultra vires and void and not merely 
yoidable; and a minority of the stockholders of the selling 
company may maintain a bill to restrain the consummation 
of such purchase. 


WILKIN, J. (after stating the facts). The theory 
of the original bill is that the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company of New York, (called the “Amer- 
ican Company”) purchased a majority of the stock of 
the Kellogg Switchboard & Supply Company of this 
State (known in the record as the “Kellogg Company”) 
for the purpose of suppressing competition and creating 
a monopoly in itself of the telephone business. The 
ground of the demurrer was that the allegations of the 
bill were insufficient to sustain the cause of action, and 
that complainants, being minority stockholders in the 
Kellogg Company, could not legally maintain it. 

That the American Company could not lawfully make 
a contract for the purpose claimed is not seriously ques- 
tioned, but the argument of counsel for appellees is de- 
voted to the proposition that the traversable allegations 
of the bill are not sufficient to present the theory relied 
upon, and that complainants below are not entitled to 
the relief prayed. The demurrer, so far as the question 
thus raised is concerned, is general, and, of course, 
admits all the material facts well pleaded in the bill. 
The bill certainly is not a model of conciseness in plead- 
ing, but is justly subject to the criticism of being indefi- 
nite, uncertain, and more or less evasive. We think, how- 
ever, that it sufficiently shows, against a general demurrer, 
that the American Company, through defendant Barton 
and others, became the purchaser of the shares of stock 
with the unlawful purpose and intention of putting the 
Kellogg Company out of business, or so using and con- 
trolling it as to prevent rivalry in business and creating 
a monopoly, and it called for an answer from defendants. 
If such was the purpose and object of the purchase, the 
decisions of this court are full to the effect that the law 
will not lend its aid to accomplish the object. That is 
to say, if the American Company had purchased a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of the Kellogg Company in its 
own name for the purpose of controlling the latter and 


thereby preventing competition between itself and the 
latter corporation, the transaction would have been one 
which the courts of this State would not uphold. Peo- 
ple v. Chicago Gas Trust Co., 130 Ill. 288, 22 N. E. 
798, 8 L. R. A. 497, 17 Am. St. Rep. 319; Distilling 
Co. v. People, 156 Ill. 448, 41 N. E. 188, 47 Am. St. 
Rep. 200; Bishop v. American Preservers’ Co., 157 
Ill. 284, 41 N. E. 765, 48 Am. St. Rep. 317; Harding 
v. American Glucose Co., 182 Ill. 551, 55 N. E. 577, 
64 L. R. A. 738, 74 Am. St. Rep. 189. Nor can it be 
seriously contended that a purchase by the company in 
the name of others, as agents or trustees, will relieve the 
transaction of its illegality. To lold otherwise would 
be to sustain a transaction illegal in its character, ac- 
complish by indirection, when it could not be done if 
the methods were direct. Northern Securities Co. v. 
United States, 193 U. S. 197, 24 Sup. Ct. 436, 48 L. 
Ed. 679, affirming the decision of the Circuit Court 
in the same case in 120 Fed. 721. The American Com- 
pany and its subcompany, the Western Electric Com- 
pany, must be considered as one in determining whether - 
the tendency of the purchase alleged in the bill would be 
to suppress the competition existing between the Kellogg 
Company and the Western Electric Company in the 
manufacture and sale of telephone appliances, etc. Neither 
is it material that the Kellogg and Western Electric 
Companies were not the only parties engaged in manu- 
facturing such appliances, for the reason that, if such 
was the case, while a complete monopoly or a complete 
restraint of competition would not necessarily result, 
the tendency would be in that direction, which is 
sufficient to condemn the transaction as unlawful. Peo- 
ple v. Chicago Gas Trust Co., supra; More v. Ben- 
nett, 140 Ill. 69, 29 N. E. 888, 15 L. R. A. 361, 33 
Am. St. Rep. 216. 

The averment of the bill to the effect that it is the 
purpose of the American Company to suppress competi- 
tion and create in itself a monopoly is further aided by 
the averment that Barton, through whom the purchase 
was made, agreed to pay, as part of the purchase price, 
so much per share in cash and the balance by applying 
thereto the pro rata proceeds of any or all bills and ac- 
counts reasonably due and owing to the Kellogg Com- 
pany on December 1, 1901, the same to be settled and 
paid to said seller as the same are paid and collected by 
said company, plainly indicating that a dissolution of 
the Kellogg Company was contemplated, because in no 
other event could the American Company appropriate 
the assets of the Kellogg Company to pay a stockholder 
of that company for the stock purchased by the former 
company from him; also, that by the contract of pur- 
chase the Kellogg Company should be carried on in the 
usual manner for the space of one year in order that 
bills and accounts receivable could be collected in the 
usual course of business, thus showing a purpose to dis- 
solve the Kellogg Company after the expiration of one 
year. 

We have examined the briefs and arguments of coun- 
sel for the defendants, and reached the conclusion that 
the purpose and tendency of the purchase by the American 
Company are sufficiently shown by the bill to be to sup- 
press competition by that company in telephone service to 
the public and create in the American Company a monop- 
oly of that business. 

That the American Company, a foreign corporation 
coming into the State of Illinois, is subject to all the rules 
and regulations provided by the laws of chis State ,can- 
not be doubted. Hurd’s Rev. St. 1905, c. 32, sec. 26, p. 
501; Stevens v. Pratt, 101 Ill. 206; Bishop v. Ameri- 
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can Preservers’ Co., supra; Harding v. American Glu- 
cose Co., supra; Coler v. Tacoma Power Co., 64 N. 
J. Eq. 117, 53 Atl. 680. The question here, there- 
fore, is whether the American Company, if it had been 
organized in this State, would have had the power to 
purchase a majority of the stock of the Kellogg Company 
for the purpose of controlling the latter, and that ques- 
tion, as we have already indicated, has been frequently 
decided in the negative by this court. ‘The decisions 
in other states are to the same effect. Marble Co. v. 
Harvey, 92 Tenn. 115, 20 S. W. 427, 18 L. R. A. 252, 
36 Am.-St. Rep. 71; Nassau Bank v. Jones, 95 N. Y. 
115, 47 Am. Rep. 14. In Pearson v. Railroad Co., 62 
N. H. 537, 13 Am. St. Rep. 590, it was said: “A 
corporation cannot become a stockholder in another cor- 
poration unless such power is given it by its charter or 
is necessarily implied in it, especially if the purchase be 
for the purpose of controlling or affecting the management 
of the other corporations.” Elkins v. Camden & At- 
lantic Railroad Co., 36 N. J. Eq. 5; Great Eastern 
Railway Co. v. Turner, L. R. 8 Ch. 149. These author- 
ities fully sustain the position that the purchase by the 
American Company, either in its own name or in the 
names of others, of the majority stock of the Kellogg 
Company, with the purpose and intent of controlling 
the latter and putting it out of business as a competitor of 
the American Company and its subcompany, the Western 
Electric Company, was an attempt to exercise a power 
which it did not have. To permit it to do so would 
be against the law of this State and its public policy. 
Hazelton Boiler Co. v. Tripod Boiler Co., 142 Ill. 494, 
30 N. E. 339; Santa Clara Female Academy v. Sul- 
livan, 116 Ill. 375, 6 N. E. 183, 56 Am. Rep. 776, and 
Illinois cases above cited. 

The courts below, as we understand their decision, 
do not uphold the contract of purchase by the American 
Company as one made by it in its own name; nor do 
we understand counsel for appellees to contend that under 
the facts alleged in the bill such a purchase could have 
been lawfully made. 
that inasmuch as the purchase was made in the names 
of others and the legal title to the stock vested 
in them, the strict doctrine of ultra vires has no ap- 
plication. A court of equity will look through all de- 
vices to discover and afford relief against the real situa- 
tion, and we shall hereafter, in considering another 
branch of the case, have occasion to cite more at length 
the authorities bearing on this question. For the present 
it will be sufficient to cite Central Railroad Co. v. Penn- 
sylvania Co., 31 N. J. Eq. 475, where a bill was filed 
by a railroad company to enjoin another from building 
tracks across the complaining company’s tracks, and it 
was alleged that the defendant had, through its nominees 
and employés, effected the incorporation of another cor- 
poration for the purpose of building said tracks. A writ 
of injunction being granted, the court said: “A corpora- 
tion cannot in its own name subscribe for stock or be a 
corporator under the general railroad law; nor can it do 
so by a simulated compliance with the provisions of the 
law through its agents, as pretended corporators and sub- 
scribers of stock.” We have fully considered the reason- 
ing of the Chancellor on this branch of the case which 
was adopted by the Appellate Court, and have reached 
the conclusion that it is based upon a Cistinction with- 
out a legal difference. If, as a matter of fact, the object 
and purpose of the purchasing company was to acquire 
such ownership in the Kellogg Company as would en- 
able it to control the latter, then, whether it did so by 
a direct purchase in its own name or through the inter- 
vention of agents or trustees, the want of power was the 


It is attempted, however, to show: 


same, and the purchase was strictly ultra vires, no mat- 
ter what the device may have been. 

The remaining important question to be considered is 
whether the complainants below, minority stockholders 
in the Kellogg Company, can maintain this bill. If we 
are correct in the view that the object of the American 
Company was illegal, and that its attempt to acquire 
ownership of the stock in the Kellogg Company was ab- 
solutely null and void as being in excess of its chartered 
powers, then it would seem to follow that each and every 
stockholder in the latter company would have the right to 
say that the American Company, assuming to own stock 
which did not and could not legally own and vote 
at any meeting of the Kellogg Company in the manage- 
ment and control of its business, should be restrained. 
In other words, every lawful owner of stock in a cor- 
poration has the right to say that others asuming to 
vote shares of stock which they do not have the legal 
right to vote shall be restrained. This, we assume, must 
be admitted, and such is the logical effect of the deci- 
sion of this court in Stebbins v. Perry County, 167 IIl. 
567, 47 N. E. 1048. 

In Marble Co. v. Harvey, supra, the Supreme Court 
of the State of Tennessee, in passing upon the question 
whether shares of stock in a corporation of that State 
engaged in a similar business transferred to a trustee 
chosen by the purchasing corporation for its use and bene- 
fit were legally transferred, said: “The evidence shows 
that the declared purpose of complainant in buying in 
the shares held by the defendant was to enable it to man- 
age and control the business of the Tennessee company 
in the interest of the Ohio company. There is no pre- 
tense that it had any express power to purchase shares 
in another company, and it is too clear to need argu- 
ment or further citation of authority that it had no im- 
plied authority to purchase and hold shares, either in its 
own name or in that of a trustee, for the purpose of 
controlling another corporation. * * * The purpose 
and intent in granting a charter is that the corporation 
shall carry on its business through its own agents, and 
not through the agents of another corporation. The pub- 
lic policy of this State will not permit the control of 
one corporation by another. Especially is this true when 
a foreign corporation thus undertakes to control and swal- 
low up a domestic company. Such control of one cor- 
poration by another in a like business is unlawful, as 
tending to monopoly. The result is that this purchase of 
shares for the express object of controlling and managing 
another corporation was ultra vires, and therefore unlaw- 
ful and void. Being void, it was of no legal effect, and 
no rights result from it enforceable by or through the 
courts of the State, when such aid is invoked in further- 
ance of the unlawful agreement.” Nassau Bank v. 
Jones, supra; De La Vergne R. M. Co. v. Savings 
Institution, 175 U. S. 40, 20 Sup. Ct. 20, 44 L. Ed. 
65. 

Pearson v. Railroad Co., 62 N. H. 537, 13 Am. St. 
Rep. 590, was a bill by a stockholder of the Concord 
Railroad Company against the Northern Railroad Com- 
pany, in the decision of which case the court used the 
following language: “The court finds that the Northern 
Railroad Company is the owner of 1,290 shares of Con- 
cord Railroad stock purchased in 1873, upon which it has 
since voted at the meetings of the Concord Railroad. A 
corporation cannot become a stockholder in another cor- 
poration unless such power is given it by its charter or 
necessarily implied in it, especially if the purchase be for 
the purpose of controlling or affecting the management 
of the other corporation. * * * It [the Northern 
Railroad] can no more make a permanent investment of 
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funds in the stock of another road than it can engage in 
a general banking, manufacturing, or steamboat business. 
It is neither incidental to the purposes of its incorporation 
nor necessary in the exercise of the powers conferred by 
its charter. If it can purchase any portion of the cor 
poration stock of the Concord Company, it may buy up 
the whole, and thus engage in a business for which its 
charter gives it no authority. And what will hinder a 
banking corporation from becoming a manufacturing com- 
pany, or a manufacturing company from becoming a rail- 
road common carrier? But the facts in this case go 
farther. The stock was bought at $105 or $106 per 
share (par value $50), a price largely in excess of its mar- 
ket value, and for the purpose of obtaining control of 
the Concord Company and securing more favorable con- 
tracts to itself.” - 

Many other cases might be cited in support of the posi- 
tion that all such contracts are ultra vires and void. 

Nor do we think it can be said in this case there was 
a mere exercise of an excess of power rendering the trans- 
action merely voidable, and not an absolute nullity. We 
said in Barnes vy. Suddard, 117 Ill. 237, 243, 7 N. E. 
477, 480, a case in which there had been a mere excess 
ot power: “Had the corporation been clothed with no 
power to acquire real estate in this Stare, or if the pur- 
chase had been prohibited by statute or contrary to the 
manifest policy of our laws, a different question would be 
presented, and the cases of Carroll v. City of East St. 
Louis, 67 Ill. 568, 16 Am. Rep. 632, and Starkweather 
v. American Bible Society, 72 Ill. 50, 22 Am. Rep. 133, 
might properly be invoked as authority. But such is not 
the case.’’ Consequently it was held that relief could not 
be granted at the instance of a private individual, as 
was held in the Carroll v. City of East St. Louis and 
Starkweather v. American Bible Society cases referred to, 
the remedy in the Barnes v. Suddard case being only at 
the instance of the public authorities. In the one case a 
title vests which may be set aside; in the other the whole 
transaction is null and void. 

But, aside from the question as to whether the con- 
tract of purchase was ultra vires in the sense that the 
contract became a nullity, we think that such equitable 
rights are shown in the complainants, though minority 
stockholders, as ought to entitle them to maintain this 
bill. It is alleged in the bill, and admitted by the de- 
murrer, that in order to stifle competition in trade and 
create a monopoly in itself and its licensee company, 
and for the purpose of enabling it to secure and maintain 
unreasonable and excessive rates and charges, said Amer- 
ican Company conceived the illegal purpose of acquir- 
ing at least two-thirds of the stock of said Kellogg 
Company, and through such ownership to select and main- 
tain a board of directors which should act in the real 
interests of and subservient to the American Company 
and free that company and its licensee from the competi- 
tion of the Kellogg Company and independent exchanges ; 
also, that its ultimate purpose was to injure and finally 
destroy the Kellogg Company. ‘That such conduct on 
the part of the American Company was fraudulent as 
against the stockholders of the Kellogg Company cannot 
be denied, and against which, on the plainest principles of 
equity, a stockholder in the Kellogg Company should 
have the right to relief. Menier v. Hooper Telegraph 
Works, L. R. 9 Ch. 350. And on principle, Chicago 
Hansom Cab Co. v. Yerkes, 141 Ill. 320, 30 N. E. 
667, 33 Am. St. Rep. 315; Wheeler v. Pullman Iron 
& Steel Co., 143 Ill. 197, 32 N. E. 420, 17 L. R. A. 
818; Gamble v. Queens County Water Co., 123 N. 


Y. 91, 25 N. E. 201, 9 L. R. A. 527, and Fougeray v. 
Cord, 50 N. J. Eq. 185, 24 Atl. 499, are in point. 

In Memphis, etc., Railroad Co. v. Woods, 88 Ala. 
630, 7 South. 108, 7 L. R. A. 605, 16 Am. St. Rep. 81, 
the bill was by stockholders representing a minority of the 
stock of the Memphis Company, and the case was sub- 
mitted to the court below on a demurrer and motion to 
dismiss the bill and to dissolve the injunction, which the 
court overruled and the company prosecuted an appeal. 
In the decision of the case the Supreme Court held that 
where a corporation has acquired the majority of the stock 
of another corporation its officers, directors, or others 
acting in its interest may be enjoined from exercising the 
voting power that the majority of the stock confers, so as 
to govern and control the management of such other cor- 
poration, especially when the two corporations have 
the same field of action, and operation and the 
profits of one may be advanced by lessening those of the 
other, and where their interests are conflicting, as to 
expenditures and division of earnings. In many respects 
that case is similar to the one at bar. In the opinion 
it is said: ‘We come, then, to the naked inquiry, can 
one corporation acquire a majority of the stock of another 
corporation, and by the exercise of the voting power the 
majority of stock confers govern and control the man- 
agement of such corporation?’ And the question was 
answered in the negative. See State v. Newman, 51 
La. Ann. 835, 25 South. 408, 72 Am. St. Rep. 476. 

In Milbank v. New York, Lake Erie & Western Rail- 
road Co., 64 How. Prac. (N. Y.) 20, minority stock- 
holders, on behalf of themselves and others, sought to 
enjoin another railroad company from voting. The 
injunction was granted, the court holding that the pur- 
chase was against public policy, and used this language: 
“In the case under consideration the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western Company have acquired, by purchase, 
the majority of all the stock issued by the Buffalo, New 
York & Erie Railroad. If its officers are prohibited to 
vote thereon, they can elect a board of directors of their 
own choosing. It would then be for the interests of the 
New York, Lake Erie & Western Railroad Company to 
have the Buffalo, New York & Erie Company managed 
and controlled in the interests of the former company. 
This would be liable to result in injury te these plaintiffs 
and their fellow stockholders, and, if so, they have a right 
to complain.” See, also, Parsons v. Tacoma Smelting 
Co., 25 Wash. 492, 65 Pac. 765. 

In Franklin Bank v. Commercial Bank, 36 Ohio St. 
350, 38 Am. Rep. 594, one bank purchased certificates 
of stock in the other and sought to have the same trans- 
ferred upon its books, which was refused, whereupon the 
bank, claiming to have purchased the stock, brought an 
action against the other for conversion, based on refusal 
to make the transfer, but the court denied the relief, say- 
ing: ‘There would seem to be little doubt, either upon 
principle or authority and independently of express statu- 
tory prohibition of the same, that one corporation cannot 
become the owner of any portion of the capital stock” of 
another corporation unless authority to become such is 
clearly conferred by statute. * * * Were this not 
so, one corporation, by buying up the majority of the 
shares of stock of another, could take the entire manage- 
ment of its business, however foreign such business might 
be to that which the corporation so purchasing said shares 
was created to carryon. * * * Its action in refusing 
the transfer was but the denial of any right by the plain- 
tiff to be placed in a position to interfere and participate 
in the control and management of its internal affairs. To 
the claim of the plaintiff that it was the duty of the 
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defendant to make the transfer when the same was de- 
manded and leave the State to impose the penalty of 
forfeiture on the plaintiff for a violation of its charter we 
do not assent. ‘The cases of Union Nat. Bank v. Mat- 
thews, 98 U. S. 621, 25 L. Ed. 188, and Jones v. Guar- 
antee & Indemnity Co., 101 U. S. 622, 25 L. Ed. 1030, 
and cases therein cited, do not support such proposition, 
The principle of those cases is that where a corporation 
is incompetent, by its charter, to take a title to real estate, 
a conveyance to it is not void, but voidable only, and that 
the sovereign alone can object; that the conveyance is 
valid unless assailed in a direct proceeding instituted for 
that purpose. But they neither, by the principle main- 
tained nor by the reasoning advanced in support of it, sanc- 
tion the doctrine that one corporation may buy up the 
stock of another and thereby enable itself to interfere with 
the internal management of its affairs, especially where 
the power to do so is expressly prohibited by its charter.” 

Other authorities, some of which have been already 
cited, are to the same effect. 

There are other grounds upon which the complainants’ 
right to maintain this bill may be placed, but we do not 
feel called upon now to extend this opinion for the pur- 
pose of pointing them out. Three separate, independent, 
lengthy briefs and arguments have been filed on behalf 
of appellants, which have unnecessarily increased the labor 
of reviewing and deciding the case. We have endeavored 
only to point out the substantial grounds upon which we 
hold the defendants to the original bill should have been 
required to answer the same. 

We think the decree of the Circuit Court sustaining the 
demurrer to and dismissing the cross-bill is right and 
should be affirmed. No necessity whatever for that bill is 
shown. At most, Milo G. Kellogg was a mere nominal 
party to the original bill. No relief was prayed against 
him, and if a decree granting the prayer of that bill had 
been rendered he would have obtained all he was in equity 
entitled to. Moreover, as a bill to set aside the contract 
of sale for the fault or misconduct on the part of his at- 
torney, DeWolf, he does not offer to place the purchaser 
in statu quo. 

The decree, in so far as it sustains the demurrer to the 
cross-bill, will be sustained, but for the error in sustain- 
ing the demurrer to the original bill the decree will be 
reversed and the cause remanded, with directions to pro- 
ceed in conformity with the views herein expressed. 

Decree affirmed in part. 


On Rehearing. 


PER CURIAM. The object and purpose of the cross- 
bill is to rescind the sale of Kellogg’s shares of stock on 
the ground of fraud. In order to entitle him to that relief, 
he must have shown by his bill that he promptly disaf- 
firmed the sale upon discovering the alleged fraud and 
offered to refund the purchase price which he received 
therefor, or give some sufficient legal excuse for his fail- 
ure to do so, and in this respect his cross-bill is fatally 
defective. The rule in this State is that a party who seeks 
by bill in equity to rescind a contract of sale for fraud 
on the part of the purchaser must, as a condition prece- 
dent, offer to repay the purchase price. In other words, 
he must, before filing his bill, offer to restore the purchaser 
to the same position he was in before the sale was made. 
The contract is not void, but only voidable at the election 
of the defrauded party. Rigdon v. Walcott, 141 IIL. 
649, 31 N. E. 158. And it was there said (at page 662 
of 141 Ill, at page 162 of 31 N. E.): “The complain- 
ant then having failed to show that prior to the filing 


of his bill he elected to rescind the transaction or agree- 
ment complained of, or took any of those steps which are 
legally necessary to effectuate a rescission, it must be held 
that, so far as is shown by the bill, said transaction remains 
in full force, and that the complainant is entitled to no 
relief based upon the theory of its rescission.” The rule 
is clearly stated by Judge Gary in Duncan v. Humphries, 
58 lll. App. 440, that to lay the foundation for a bill to 
rescind a contract the complainant must, before the com- 
mencement of his suit, offer and be willing to perform 
such acts on his part as will restore the defendant to the 
position which he occupied before the transaction; citing 
Rigdon v. Walcott, supra. It is not sufficient to make 
the offer in the bill. 

The judgment of the Appellate Court as to the cross- 
bill is right, and will be affirmed. 

Judgment affirmed. 


NEW FRENCH LAW REGULATING FOREIGN 
CORPORATIONS. 


The French Chamber of Deputies in December last 
enacted a law prescribing the conditions under which 
securities of home or foreign companies may be floated in 
France. The new law goes into effect February 1, 1907, 
and after that date any infraction of the provisions of the 
law will be punishable by a fine of not less than $2,000 
nor more than $4,000, and will moreover subject the 
offender to further penalties provided in the general Penal 
Code. It is provided that the information which the com- 
pany is required to give regarding its capitalization and 
undertakings must be contained not only in the documents 
officially filed in compliance with the law, but also in all 
announcements of the capital issues advertised in the news- 
papers. 

Besides giving particulars as to the name of the com- 
pany, the country where it is organized, the life of its 
charter, and the general object of its organization, and the 
details of its capitalization, there must be given full infor- 
mation regarding the arrangements between the company 
itself and its managers. 

The text of the law on this and several other points 
runs as follows: 


r, in the case of shares, particulars must be given 


of all advantages provided in favor of the Directors, of the 
manager, and of any other persons, and of all property 
originally acquired by the company, and of the consideration 


paid or to be paid for the same and of the methods of con- 
yening general meetings and the place of meeting. In the 
case of bonds particulars must be given of the amount of the 
bonds already issued by the company, enumerating the guar- 
antees thereto attached, the number and value of the bonds 
to be issued, the interest to be paid for each, and the time 
and conditions ‘of repayment. 

“The above requirements shall be the object of a declara- 
tion certified by the issuers, who must be domiciled in France. 
This declaration shall, previous to any public operation, be 
inserted in the supplement to the ‘Official Journal’ in the form 
to be determined by decree. Mention of this insertion, with 
reference to the number of the journal in which it has been 
published, shall be made in all notices, prospectuses, news- 
paper articles, subscription, or purchase forms. 

“Any foreign company which proceeds in France to make 
a public issue either of shares or of bonds shall be bound 
further to publish in full, in the same supplement of the 
‘Official Journal,’ and before any issue, the deed of constitu- 
tion cf the company.” 


Another bill now pending in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties imposes a license tax of one-fourth of one per cent. 
of the entire capital stock upon all foreign companies do- 
ing business in France. It is probable that many Ameri- 
can corporations are affected by these measures. 
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AMENDMENT TO NEW YORK STOCK TRANSFER 
TAX LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The New York Court of Appeals, on January 7, 1907, 
held that the amendment of 1906 to the Stock Transfer Tax 
Law of 1905, imposing a tax of two cents on the transfer of 
each share, regardless of the par value, was unconstitutional 


on the ground that the amendment made an improper classi 
fication 


This decision leaves the original Act of 1905 in full force 
The constitutionality of this Act has been sustained by the 
United States Supreme Court 

The question whether the tax is properly imposed on orig- 
inal issues of shares has not been adjudicated

In many States of the Union laws have been enacted pre- 
scribing certain duties to be performed by foreign corporations 
doing business in such States, and imposing penalties for noy- 
compliance, in some instances, going so far as to prohibit the 
enforcement in the courts of contracts made by corporations 
failing to comply with the law, whether sued upon by the 
corporations or their assignees.

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THE TRUE CONSTITUTION. 


Suggestions Towards Its Interpretation. 


II 


O ONE ever was satisfied with the Articles 
of Confederation. From the day when 
first signed in convention, 1778, through- 
out their “pale and ineffectual” existence 
all statesmen had in contemplation plans of 

betterment. 

There was great difficulty in securing signatures “on 
the part and behalf of the State of ——”: and it was 
not until March 1, 1781, that the delegates of Maryland 
signed the “Articles.” The Maryland signatures completed 
the “ratification” and the Articles began their operation 
March 2, 1781, upon which day the Congress first assem- 
bled under the new powers. 

From the beginning Washington had no doubts in say- 
ing that a Congress having no power but that of “recom- 
mendation” could not well conduct national affairs. That 
there should be a controlling head, and that every thing of 
general interest should be within control of the national 
government. In common with many others he saw, as 
early as 1781, that there should be a power beyond “rec- 
ommendation” or “requisition” to compel the States to 
do their duty. 

As early as 1780 Hamilton saw the need of ‘‘a solid co- 
He wrote for the press numerous articles 
detailing the weaknesses and defects of the Articles. He 
urged a broader and deeper idea of national power, so 
that in 1782, the New York Legislature proposed a con- 
vention to amend the Articles. 

Madison, in March, 1781, reported from a committee 
a recommendation of a new Article empowering the Con- 
gress to use the forces of the United States to compel the 
States to keep their obligations. 

Randolph, shortly after presented a careful report de- 
claring that the Articles needed execution in twenty-one 
particulars, and recommended that seven additional pow- 
ers should be given to Congress, including power “to dis- 
train the property of a State delinquent in its assigned 
proportion of men and money.”*

pretended Union is but a name and our Confederation 
a cobweb.” “A law without a penalty is mere advice; 
a magistrate without the power of punishing is a cy- 
pher.”’ (Quoted from McLaughlin, p. 177.)

However flattered each State may be by its 
independent sovereignty, we can have no union, no re- 
spectability, no national character, and what is more, no 
national justice, till the States resign to oné supreme head 
the exclusive power of legislating, judging and execut- 
ing, in all matters of a general nature. Everything 

of a private or provincial nature, must still rest on the 

ground of the respective State-constitutions.” 

Such were the thoughts in the minds of the people, who 
tore up the Articles and wrote the Instrument of 1787.

the Constitution? Can any gentleman affirm to me one 
proposition that is a certain and absolute amendment? 
I deny that he can. 

“Our Constitution, Sir, is like a vessel just launched, 
and lying at the wharf; she is untried, you can hardly 
discover any one of her properties. It is not known 
how she will answer her helm, or lay her course: 
whether she will bear with safety the precious freight 
to be deposited in her hold. But in this state, will the 
prudent merchant attempt alterations or will he employ 
workmen to tear off the planking and take asunder the 
frame? He certainly will not. Let us, gentlemen, jit 
out our vessel, set up her sails, and be guided by the ex- 
periment in our alterations. If she sails above an un- 
even keel, let us right her by adding weight where it is 
wanting. In this way, we may remedy her defects to 


the satisfaction of all concerned ; but, if we proceed now 
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to make alterations, we may deface a beauty or deform 

a well proportioned piece of workmanship.” 

Later in the debate Jackson said: [Annals of Congress, 
Vol. I, 441-443]. 

“The more I consider the subject of amendments, the 
more I am convinced that it is improper. 

“I revere the rights of my constituents as much as 
any gentleman in Congress, yet | am against insert- 
ing a declaration of rights in the Constitution, and that 
for some of the reasons referred to by the gentleman 
last up [Mr. Madison.] If such an addition is not 
dangerous or improper, it is at least unnecessary; that 
is a sufficient reason for not entering into the subject 
when there are urgent calls for our attention to im- 
portant business.” * * * “But, do gentlemen sup- 

pose bills of right necessary to secure liberty? If they 
do, let them look at New York, New Jersey, Virginia, 
South Carolina and Georgia. These States have no 
bills of rights, and is the liberty of the citizens less safe 
in those States than in the other of the United States? 
I believe it is not.” 

“But how are we now proceeding? 

“Why, on nothing more than theoretical speculation, 
pursuing a mere ignis fatnus, which may lead us into 
serious embarrassments.

“The Constitution is the act of the people—but the 
amendments will be the act of the State Governments.” 
Gerry, of New York, argued in favor of inserting the 

word “expressly” before the word “delegated”. Almost.all 
the debate on this amendment related to Gerry’s amend- 
ment. It was defeated by a vote of seventeen to thirty- 
two. 


It was argued that as the sole authority for amending 
the Constitution rested upon Article V, it should be 
That the power to amend could not 
extend to the power to repeal, or the power to destroy, 
any previously granted substantive power. 

It may soundly be claimed that the original Constitu- 
tion was made by the people of the whole country, acting

through their delegates sitting in special convention, whose 


signatures were written, respectively, under the geograph- 
ical names of their several States. 

The amendments, finally referred by the Congress, to 
the several State Legislatures for ratification were twelve 
in number; fen were ratified. 

The moral weight attached to the original Constitution 
from the great powers of the people’s convention, as com- 
pared with the powers of the Congress which proposed 
these amendments greatly preponderates in favor of the 
convention. Never had there been a group of some fifty 
or sixty men of such lofty powers of Constructive States- 
manship as that of the Constitutional Convention of 1787. 
Learned, and wise, patriotic and sane, they were gigan- 
tic in their efforts and in their success. Aside from those 
members of the House of Representatives above named, 
there were very few voting to amend, of the mental cali- 
bre of those who sat in the convention. 

It is upon this, practically undebated, Article X, that 
the superstructure of Calhoun and his successors was and 
is founded: the malign doctrine of a compact between 
States, analogous to a partnership between individuals, 
with a right to withdraw, to nullify, or to secede: and 
with the 
enough to infringe upon National Sovereignty in affairs 


consequent right of State-Sovereignty, broad 
of the general welfare of the whole people. 

The doctrine named in the first clause of this last sen- 
tence was argumentatively demolished by the Great Ex- 
pounder, Webster, and “shot to death” by the civil War. 
But, there still remain many whose conception of the 
power of the States to exclude the Nation from sovereign 
control in affairs affecting the “people” generally, is 
strictly in line with Calhounism. 

Publicists of Calhoun’s school plant themselves almost 
wholly upon the /etter of Amendment X.

with such other parts of the Constitution as fairly may be 
deemed to be the con text. Here let us quote the text, 


and context: 


“Articte [X.—The Enumeration in the Constitu- 
tion, of certain rights, shall not be construed to deny or 
disparage others retained by the people.” 

“ArticLe X.—The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it 
to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or 
to the people.” 


The first sentence of the Constitution of 1787, some- 
times called the preamble, the title, the enacting clause, is 
really the people’s declaration of the object, intent and 
true meaning of the instrument which it begins and sanc- 
tifies. 

No nobler declaration of complete nationality could 
possibly be made. None other has approached it in dig- 


nity, vigor and accuracy. 
How small it seems that some should lower it to the

level of a clerk-given head-line, without force, and wholly 
dehors the main instrument. 

One had as well say that the opening clause of a “will,” 
“This is the last will, etc.,” are purely titular and value- 
less. ‘This immortal “declaration of intent’ cannot be 
quoted too often: 


We [He Preop_e or tHe Unirep Stars, in Or- 
der to form a more perfect Union, establish Justice, in- 
sure domestic Tranquility, provide for the common de- 
fence, promote the general Welfare, and secure the 
blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our Posterity, do 
ordain and establish this ConstrruTIoN for the United 
States of America.” 


Here is a solemn declaration of intention to form a 
constitution to (among other things) “promote the gen- 
eral welfare’: that is the national welfare, the welfare of 
the whole people, as distinguished from the localized wel- 
fare of the residents of a mere “State” or other small geo- 
graphical municipality, which well may be trusted to the 
local powers. 

‘The true meaning of this “declaration of intent’’ is em- 
phasized by the repetition of the thought in the words 
“provide tor the common defence and general welfare” in 
the taxation clause of the Constitution: 


Articce I, Sec. 8. The Congress shall have Pow- 
er lo lay and collect Taxes, Duties, Imports and Ex- 
cises, to pay the Debts and provide for the common de- 
fence and general Welfare of the United States, but 
Imports and Enxcises shall be 
throughout the United States.” 

Article LX has not, (to my recollection) been con- 
strued by the Supreme Court.

This Article seems to be in the nature of a repeal of the 
general axiom that “the enumeration of some is the ex- 
clusion of the non-enumerated. Read /iterally, it appears 
to restrict this repeal to rights retained by the “people” 
only. If this be so neither the United States nor any State 
can object. It neither gives nor takes away any right 
from Nation or from State. 

[t serves chiefly to state and recognize the political truth 
that, in our system, “the people” are the source of all gov- 
ernmental power. 

But it also, in no little measure conflicts with Article

X, it seems to be a just and sound construction to hold 

-That those amendments could not, and did not, have 
any power to repeal or destroy the substantive powers of 
National sovereignty that existed before the Constitution 
ot 1787, or that were recognized or granted by that in- 
strument. Neither can those amendments, in any wise, 
re-invest the ‘States’ with the national powers for “the 
common defence and general welfare” which were strip- 
ped from the political entities called “States” by the ex- 
press terms of Sec. 10, ARTICLE I, as follows: 


“No State shall enter into any Treaty, Alliance, or 
Contederation; Grant Letters of Marque and Repri- 
sal; coin Money; emit Bills of Credit; make anything 
but gold and silver coin a tender in Payment of Debts; 
pass any Bill of Attainder, ex post facto Law, or Law 
impairing the Obligation of Contracts, or grant any 
Title of Nobility.” 

“No State shall, without the Consent of the Congress, 
lay any Imposts or Duties on Imports or Exports, ex- 
cept what may be absolutely necessary for its inspection 
Laws; and the net Produce of all Duties and Imposts, 
laid by any State on Imports or Exports, shall be for 
the Use of the Treasury of the United States; and all 
such Laws shall be subject to the Revision and Control 
of the Congress.” 

“No State, shall without the Consent of Congress, 
law any Duty of Tonnage, Keep Troops, or Ships of 
War in time of Peace, enter into any Agreement or 
Compact with another State, or with a foreign Pow- 
er, or engage in War, unless actually invaded, or in 
such imminent Danger as will not admit of Delay.” 


Amendment XI was brought about by the bitterness 
due to the decision against the State of Georgia, in the 
Chisholm case. 


Several cases against States by aliens, or by citizens of 
other States have been dismissed under this article, by the 
Supreme Court; one at this term. 


Nevertheless, it is difficult to find any sound reason to 
justify the amendment, even though it now is a part of 
the Constitution. 


We have seen that at the writing of the Constitution 
the dominant thought of the “Fathers” was to create 
a National Government adequate to every national exig- 
ency. 

Why then did the National party, more commonly 
called the “Federalists,” pass out of power so completely, 
except as to that large residue of power wielded by Mar- 
shall for thirty-four years? 

Why such a downfall? 


Students will be interested in a chapter entitled 
“Downfall of the Federalists,’ (in Vol. XI, of “The 
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American Nation”), written by Mr. Bassett, of Trinity 
College.* 

In addition to numerous party blunders in “practical 
politics,” the Federalists supported that most obnoxious 
law, relative to aliens and sedition; and in the last weeks 
of an administration passed an act creating sixteen new 
judges, and filled them with Federalists. 


A quotation from this valuable chapter seems apt: 


‘The downfall of Federalism came because the party 
had outlived its usefulness. Its function of giving 
strength to the Union in the early days of the experi- 
ment had been performed. It was the party of the 
superior classes, of men who were supposed not to be 
influenced by passions and who had strong purposes and 
conservative instincts. It had solved the problems of 
the effective organization of a new government; but 
other questions were now at hand concerning internal 
affairs. The Federalists recoiled at the prejudice and 
violence of the masses, declaring that incompetence 
could not be trusted. They sought to restrain the vio- 
lent; they expressed open contempt; and they developed 
a party selfishness which they wished others to believe 
was patriotism. They fell into factions and dreamed 
mad dreams of expansion, till at last they gave the mas- 
terly leader of men who opposed them an opportunity 
to organize a majority of the people against their su- 
premacy. So much did they bring into contempt the 
idea of government by the superior classes, that no capa- 
ble politician since 1801 has dared to place his cause on 
any other ground than the will of the people.”

Yes, Jefferson was a “masterly leader,” and under his 
guidance the party he really created, controlled the coun- 
try half of its lifetime. But with all his truly great quali- 
ties he was saturated with the virus of demagogism. 
And, in his day was the ante-type of two men now much 
in public view as self-styled “Democrats,” and stirrers-up 
of ill-will between classes. 

The Jefferson party rendered a supreme service in es- 
tablishing a general faith in the trustworthiness of the 
great body of citizens commonly styled “plain-folk,” the 
‘“veomen,” the “bone and sinew.” As much to oppose 
Marshall, Adams and other much hated Federalists as for 
any other reason Jefferson was a valiant and 
unscrupulous champion of “strict. construction,” and 
tried to limit the Constitution to the “letter,” and 
ignore the “spirit.” But, in spite of the taint of 
Rousseau-ism, and in spite of his theories, he was 
a true patriot, and, sometimes, a great statesman. 
The greatest act of statesmanship on his part was 
the purchase of the Louisiana territory. And that he re- 
garded (in his theory at least) as un-constitutional, and 
Federalistic. But the instincts of patriotism, and of states- 


*The American Nation is a series of 27 volumes, of ad- 
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manship rather than of mere /egality, got a glorious vic 
tory over narrow theory. 

Indeed, it may, with great plausibility, be contended 
that Jefferson, the high-priest of “Democratic strict-con- 
struction” because, in his later days, metap.orposed into a 
“Federalistic broad-constructionist.” For this phrase | 
am indebted to the letter of a deep student of the constitu- 
tion, who, I trust, will sometime give us a monograph up- 
on that subject. Upon this baleful notion of strict-con- 
struction there arose the school of states-right-ism, which 
Calhoun, the nullifiers and the secessionists carried to the 
ultimate extreme of a remorseless logic based on false 
premisses. 

Thence followed the Civil War, and all its great at- 
tendant questions. Re-action came, and continues, so that 
Federalism, or to use the more accurate word, “Nation- 
alism” is now in the ascendant. 

Now, again, the National party has a great wurk be 
fore it, as it had prior to 1801 when it created, organized 
Now, 
with problems only less great than those of that day, it 
lies with the Nationalists to interpret and enforce our 


and put into execution a National Government. 


Fundamental law so as best to promote the general wel- 
fare of the Nation. For them it is to establish the popu 
lar belief that the truest test of constitutionality is this— 
‘Does a given law promote the general welfare?” 

This is a “political question,” solely for the Law-mak- 
ing power, and is outside of any “case” that can come be- 
fore the judiciary. 

When the Congress, which is solely the direct repre- 
sentative of the whole people passes an act, which it de- 
termines to be adapted “to promote the general welfare” 
of the nation, it is the sole judge of its adaptability to 
that end. And unless such an act clearly violates some 
clear constitutional inhibition, it must stand as “the will 
of the people.” 

The present resurrection of Nationalism will also have 
a most salutary effect upon the several states by stimulat- 
ing them to a full and wise performance of their own 
duties within their own clear powers. Only such per- 
formance can delay the extension of Nationalism to a 
length that may be too great. By concert of action the 
several States may secur: many of the benefits of uniform 
laws; if they fail so to act it is more than probable that 
the nation will be forced to do so—vigorous/y.

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY LAW. 


In two recent cases U. §. District Judges have held 
the Employers’ Liability Law of June 11, 1906, to be 
unconstitutional. 

In one case Judge Evans said: 


“If the operation of this Act could in any way cf- 
fect commerce among the States it would do so in a 
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manner so remote, incidental and contingent as in no 
proper sense to afford a factor of any value in determin- 
“Cre- 
ating new liability growing out of the relations of mas- 
ter and servant on the one hand, and regulating com- 
merce on the other, are two things so entirely different 
that confusion of the judicial mind upon them is hardly 
to be expected under normal conditions.”

To the same effect held Judge McCall. 


Many efforts have been made by judges and others 
to restrict the “commerce clause” of the National Con- 
stitution to interstate traffic; and if “commerce” as 
there used, was nothing but the sale and transportation 
between the people of two States of articles of merchan- 
dise. 

It should be remembered that the need of creating a 
new government with plenary powers for regulating in- 
terstate commerce was the chief impelling motive that 
brought about the Constitution of 1787. 

All were united by that dominant motive.

The great 
Gibbons v. Ogden, where Marshall gave the 
broadest meaning of the commerce-clause, holding it to 
be “plenary,” has always been followed by his succes- 
sors. 


It includes the instruments and instrumentalities of 


commerce—its ways and means. It has been held to oper 


ate not only upon transportable merchandise, but upon 


railways, bridges, vessels, navigation, telegraphs, tele- 
phones, trade-marks, ferries, fisheries, ports, harbors, 
wharves, transportation of freights and passengers, stor- 


age warehouses, elevators, newspapers, natural gas, etc. 

“Commerce” as a word is of almost boundless scope. As 
a thing, or the thing which is the main spring of modern 
life, action and civilization, its “regulation” might (al- 
most) be called the chief end of man in his relations to the 
State. 

An act which safe-guards the employees who are the 
chief “instruments” in carrying on “commerce,” surely 
seems to be an “instrumentality” directly adopted to the 
betterment, and to the highest “regulation” of commerce. 

Protect these men—these living instruments, and you 
lessen danger to them, cost to their superiors, and de- 
crease transportation expenses to the people at large. 

I cannot but feel that no District Court—an “inferior 
court’’—should assume, or presume to decide against the 
validity of an Act of Congress—unless there be some ver) 
clear Constitutional inhibition: 

There is none against this Act. To “split hairs” over 
superfine distinctions, and to, practically, annul an Act 
of Congress passed by many hundreds of the direct repre- 
sentatives of the people, should not be the-act of a Dis- 
trict Court Judge—save only when there is a case of 
evident misapprehension by the Legislature, or where there 
is no reasonable doubt. In almost every conceivable case, 
the Act of Congress should have the highest possible pre- 
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sumption in its favor. And, if a serious doubt assail the 
court, let the case be certified to the Court of Appeals, and 
thence to the Supreme Court. 

In the inferior courts there is always danger of con- 
fusing the ‘‘political” and “judicial” powers. Always dan- 
ger of too eager a hunt for some imaginary right of a 
State, and liable to be trodden down by the right of the 
Nation! 

The Act of Congress in legislating to carry into effect

form is really a 
“political” act—and hardly of a character subject to judi- 
cial action. The Supreme Court, alone should venture 
to pass upon such cases—and even then, with becoming

4 RECENT IMPORTANT PATENT CASE. 


The case of Indiana Mfg. Co. v. Threshing Machine 
Co., lately decided in the U. S.-Circuit Court, Eastern 
District of Wisconsin, is of special interest as first holding 
that although several patents for inventions may be com- 
bined together so as to effect a “combination” of patent- 
rights in one interest, yet they may not lawfully be so 
combined with other means or devices as to secure “a mo- 
nopoly”’ not directly referable to the patents, for such a 
combination would violate the Anti-Trust Law of July 
2, 1890. 

The opinion (a long one) is by Seaman, C. J., and is 


interesting and strong. 


We quote from the opinion: 


“Upon these premises alone—of numerous patents 
covering various inventions in the ownership of a single 
purchaser, and license issued thereunder for exclusive 
use of the inventions by licensees upon the terms speci- 
tied—the rule is assumed (for the present considera- 
tion) to be settled that monopoly of such inventions is 
within the objects of the grants, and that the transac- 
tions do not, prima facie, violate the general provisions 
of law against combinations in restraint of trade. Be- 
ment v. National Harrow Company, 186 U. S. 70, 93, 
22 Sup. Ct. 747, 46 L. Ed. 1058. Nevertheless, | am 
satisfied that monopoly thus secured, to be immune from 
the anti-trust act, must be referable solely to the inven- 
tions under the patents, and that a combination of li- 
censees formed thereunder may create a monopoly which 
exceeds the legitimate scope of the patent privileges, 
not within the contemplation of the provisions for the 
grant, and thus violate the general act referred to-- 
with or without intentional co-operation on the part of 
the licensor. In other words, while exercise of the 
right which the authorities concede to be inherent in 
the grant, of obtaining several patents by purchase and 
combining them in a license, results, in a sense, in com- 
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bination of licensor and licensees to uphold monopoly 
of the inventions, which may be lawful, I am of opin- 
ion that such combination must be limited to the ex- 
press policy and object of the patent grant—monopoly 
in beneficial use of a specific invention—and when ex- 
tended beyond that purpose by concert of action, may 
thus be brought within the inhibition of the general 
law; that this right to assemble and hold patent prop- 
erties, alike with the instance in the Northern Securi- 
ties Case, may be abused; may be the means and guise 
for creating what has been aptly termed “a conspiracy 
of monopolists,” so that the act which is otherwise in- 
nocent and within individual rights becomes unlawful as 
opposed to public policy in the methods employed ; and 
that the transaction must be probed, under the issue be- 
yond the license terms, to ascertain the true objects 
sought and obtained by this combination.” 


7 * * * * * * * * * 


“The patent privilege is granted by the government 
by excluding others from its use, unless licensed by the 
patentee as owner; and this exclusive use is strictly en- 
forced by the courts; and if properly termed a monopoly 
—a definition not accepted by all the authorities—it is 
readily distinguishable from that of the common law. 
For enforcement it requires neither the aid of other 
patent privileges, nor concurrence of third parties; nor 
can combination with other patents lend support for its 
judicial enforcement. The right of the owner to pur- 
chase and enjoy other patent privileges by way of in- 
vestment or increase of royalties, together with all oth- 
er recognized property rights therein, except the exclu- 
sive use of each invention conferred by the grants, are 
held alike with the rights common to other property 
owners to make them profitable. So, the nature of the 
patent privilege confers no immunity to combine with 
other patentees or under other patents in a confedera- 
tion of users, when such combination is prohibited gen- 
erally, as in the terms of thé anti-trust act. While pur- 
chase alone of the outstanding patents, interfering or 
non-interfering, by the complainant, might be within 
its rights, the combination which was entered into, with 
that as one of its means, as I believe, violated the law. 
The arrangement was not within the rule, which is of 
general application, that differences may be composed 
and litigation settled between the parties by bona fide 
compromises. Nor was the foreclosure which it con- 
templated, of all questions as to the validity or value of 
any patent brouglit into the combination, justifiable un- 
der the circumstances; and I am of opinion it was op- 
posed to public policy. 

“With the contracts thus viewed, neither is enforcea- 
ble in equity, and the bill must be dismissed.”

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Freedom of the Executive in Exercising Governmental 
Functions from Control by the Judiciary. 


(Concluded. 


By Hon. JoHN CAMPBELL. 


N THE American Law Review for July-August, 
1904, while the distinguished jurist Seymour D. 
Thompson and Leonard A. Jones were its edi- 
tors, is a note commenting on the Moyer case, 
with emphatic approval, in which is the state- 

ment that it is “technically right, substantially right, pro- 
foundly right,” that the question which the governor de- 
cided in declaring an insurrection to exist and in calling 
to his aid the military to suppress the same, was a political 
question, the responsibility of finally deciding which rests 
with the political department of the government, and not 
with the judiciary. 

In disposing of the controversy, Chief Justice Gabbert, 
who wrote the majority opinion, employea reasoning 
which may thus be paraphrased or summarized: By sec- 
tion 2 of article 4 of the Colorado constitution, the su- 
preme executive power of the state is vested in the gover- 
nor, and he is thereby required to take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed. To this end he is by section 5 
made commander in chief of the military forces of the 
state, and vested with authority to call out the militia to 
execute the laws, suppress insurrection and repel invasion. 
These constitutional provisions are supplemented by leg- 
islation which, in a proper case, imposes such duties on the 
governor, and it is therein expressly provided, when the 
fact is made to appear to him that conditions exist such as 
he described in his proclamation, that the guvernor shall 
order out the militia to aid the civil authority to support 
the law. The statute expressly says that when the fact 
that insurrection, acts of violence, etc., exist or are threat- 
ened, and that fact is made to appear to the governor, he 
shall call out the militia and suppress them. 

Even if there was no statute, the power to ascertain the 
existence of the conditions on which must rest his author- 
ity to call out troops would be implied from the express 
power which the constitution confers on the governor to 
execute the laws and suppress insurrections. In making 
such ascertainment, the governor clearly acts in a govern- 
mental or political capacity. It is political and executive 
power that he is thus wielding. With his findings the 
courts have nothing whatever to do. ‘They cannot review 
them, set them aside, or substitute their judgment for his. 

This ought to be so, and in the nature of things is so. 
If a hostile body of men are about to invade the state with 
the avowed purpose of killing its citizens and destroying 
their property, or if within a given territory therein armed 
men are assembling with such objects in view, must the 
governor, after fully satisfying himself of the existence of 
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such conditions, submit to the courts for their approval 
and affirmance the probative force of the evidence on 
which his findings are made, before he can call out the 


militia to repel the one, or suppress the other? Is it the 
duty of officers of the national guard to delay compli- 
ance with the governor’s orders until they taxe the judg- 
ment of the courts on his findings? If so, is it supposable 
that the invaders will complaisantly suspend operations 
and, by joining issues with the governor, invoke the or- 
derly processes of the courts? Or will obliging insurrec- 
tionists be likely to lay down their arms and postpone ac- 
tion until the courts rule whether they may lawfully pro- 
ceed with their attack upon the state? If the courts may 
review the governor’s findings and nullify them after his 
action is taken, they may do so before; and if they are 
precluded from doing so in the beginning, they ought not 
to do so at the end; and if the governor’s findings of facts 
are in the beginning subject to review by the courts, it is 
readily to be seen that the very danger to the state to ward 
off which the militia are called out, would result before 
decision thereupon could possibly be had. 

‘Then, too, the governor is better qualified than courts 
to pass upon such questions. But if that were not so, it 
would be no reason why the courts should wrongfully as- 
sume the power of reveiw. ‘The constitution of the state 
has given to the governor the express power to repel inva- 
sion and suppress insurrection. What kind of a function 
is it, political or executive, legislative or judicial? What 
element of judicial or legislative power is there about it? 
It is just as competent for the executive or legislative de- 
partment to gather and investigate facts and reach con- 
clusions essential to executive or legislative action as it is 
for the courts to assemble, and pass upon, facts necessary 
to judicial decision; and if the ascertainment of those facts 
is fairly connected with, or reasonably germane to, exec- 
utive or legislative power and its exercise, the tacts, when 
found, are conclusive, and not open to review by the 
courts. : 

So here, when the governor determined from the facts 
before him that they constituted an insurrection, and that 
the same existed in San Miguel county, this finding was 
conclusive upon the judicial department. To say that the 
delegation of such tremendous power is dangerous is whol- 
ly beside the question. That power may be abused is no 
reason for denying its existence. While it has often been 
said, and in a certain sense is true, that under our form of 
government supreme power is not confided to any of its 
departments, yet in the nature of things, the power of the 
government to protect itself, and defend its own existence, 
must be exercised by one or the other of its three great 
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representatives. Our state constitution has expressly con- 
fided that particular power to, and imposed that duty up 
on, the chief executive, and for its exercise he is responsi- 
ble to neither of the other departments, except that for 
malfeasance in office he is subject to impeacnment by the 
house and trial by the senate, and in that way only can 
his political or governmental acts be reviewed, corrected 
or punished. 

In this connection it is not inappropriate to give the 
view of one of the three or four pre-eminently great men 
of Revolutionary times on the relative danger trom usur- 
pation of power by the executive and legislative depart- 
ments of government. With quaint expression and char- 


acteristic wisdom, Franklin said: 


“A single man may be afraid or ashamed of doing in- 
justice; a body is never either the one or the other, if it 
is strong enough. It cannot apprehend assassination, and 
by dividing the shame among them, it is so little apiece 


that no one minds it.” 


In its decision the court did not say that there actually 
existed the conditions in San Miguel county which the 
yovernor said were present. Since it is the undoubted 
law, to which no well considered case can be cited to the 
contrary, that in the exercise of his governmental or po- 
litical powers the governor is not subject to correction or 
review by the judiciary, the court neither entered upon 
an investigation of its own to ascertain if the facts upon 
which the governor’s conclusion was based were true, nor 
expressed an opinion as to their sufficiency or probative 
force. After our decision was made, the supreme court 
of the Philippine Islands in 1905 reached the same result 
with reference to the conclusiveness of the findings of fact 
by executive officers in discharge of their governmental or 


political duties. 


Our governor, then, having determined that an insur- 
rection existed, and the court having decided that this de- 
termination is conclusive upon it, there remained only 
the inquiry as to whether detention for a reasonable time, 
and until the insurrection is at end, is within the gover- 
nor’s lawful powers. It is conceded that the arrest, but 
not the detention, was lawful. 


The governor is given the express power to suppress an 
insurrection. To this end, just as in the case of a riot, 
he, or the sheriff, or other peace officer, may take human 
life of the participants. If this is so, and no one disputes 
it, it is difficult to perceive how the lesser power of deten- 
tion, after arrest, is lacking. Certainly, the governor may 
exercise all necessary power to accomplish the legal object 
in view, and this is implied from his express power to sup- 
press insurrection. If it be necessary to kill a rioter or in- 
surrectionist, this extreme measure is justifiable. If neces- 
sary, to a complete suppression of the insurrection, the par- 
ticipants may be arrested without warrant, they may also 
be held in military custody pending measures necessary to 
quell the disorder. The amount of power required to sup- 
press an insurrection, and the measures necessary to that 


end, and the application of the same, in the very nature of 
things, must be left with the governor and his representa- 
tives. 

That detention of an arrested rioter or insurrectionist 
is a reasonable and necessary means to the accomplishment 
of the desired end of suppressing such disorder appears 
from a single illustration. If, immediately upon his arrest 
the military must turn him over to the civil authorities to 
be proceeded against in the customary manner, unless the 
sworn complaint against him is murder and the proof of 
his guilt evident, or the presumption great, he could be 
bailed, and thus opportunity for him to rejoin the insur- 
rection would be given. If his weapons were seized, they 
could be replevied, and so he and his implements of war- 
fare could go forth again to do battle against the state. 
How soon would disorder be put down if such a process 
were employed? And what a farce and idle thing it would 
be to call out the militia. Marching up the nill and then 
marching down again might constitute a parade of force, 
but it would not inspire any perceptible degree of terror 
in the minds of law breakers. 

Judge Steele, in his dissenting opinion, following, in 
the main, the line of discussion pursued by the petitioner's 
counsel, handles this point and others touched upon with 
plausibility and ingenuity, but neither there nor elsewhere 
has any argument been brought to my attention that im- 
peaches the reasoning or conclusion of the court that de- 
tention of an insurrectionist until the disturbance ceases 
is a reasonable measure for the accomplishment of a law- 
ful purpose, and clearly within the range of the governor's 
constitutional power. Indeed, in thus supporting the law 
the governor acts as the chief civil magistrate of the state. 
He is exercising the civil authority conferred upon him, 
with the aid of the militia, which is the constitutional arm 
by which his political civil orders are executed. In this 
view, that provision of our constitution which makes the 
military always subordinate to the civil authority cannot 
be successfully invoked in aid of the petitioner. 

When the governor of Texas sent a regiment of niilitia 
to Galveston after the great flood of 1900 with orders to 
shoot down those found engaged in despoiling dead bodies 
of the valuables that were upon them, and when he for- 
cibly impressed into service every available male person in 
the city and compelled them for days to remove and bury 
the dead which that awful disaster claimed as its victims, 
could the chief executive lay his finger upon the very 
clause of the constitution, or cite the particular sectfon of 
the written statute, that specifically gave him such author- 
ity? And yet does any one for a moment doubt that the 
governor was but exercising his constitutional power to 
protect the lives and property of citizens, to insure public 
safety, guard the public health, and maintain order? And 
would we have hearkened, or would he have been obliged 
to give heed, to the orders of a court which said: Your 
conduct does not find judicial sanction in the situation by 
which you were confronted, and the means you have em- 
ployed are beyond those which commend themselves to our 
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enlightened judgment? With right thinking people, there 
can be only one answer. 

Another very striking illustration of the extreme meas- 
ures to which, in the presence of supreme emergencies, ex- 
ecutive ofiicers may resort, with entire acquiescence of 
law-abiding citizens, has been recently furnished. 

On the morning of the 18th of April this year, San 
Francisco was shaken by an earthquake. ‘The terrible 
calamity is too fresh in mind to require a statement of the 
conditions that followed the shock and the subsequent 
fires. What the unseen forces of nature spared in a large 
area of the city, one of her most destructive visible ele- 
ments consumed. Prompt action was necessary to prevent 
rapine, murder and the commission of the horrible atroci- 
ties which follow in the wake of crushing disasters. The 
mayor of the city, deciding that the situation was serious, 
and danger to life and property imminent, and that the 
ordinary police force of the city could not give adequate 
protection, made request of General Funston for federal 
troops, and of Brigadier General Koster of the California 
National Guard for the state militia to aid him in polic 
ing the city and upholding the laws, to which request they 
promptly responded. 

These troops were used, just as were those in Colorado 
and ‘Texas, in aid of the civil authority. Under the gen- 
eral direction of the mayor, with the supervising sanction 
of the governor, the military authorities exercised within 
the city the functions of the city and state government, 
and, acting under the immediate orders of the command- 
ing officers, the soldiers, among other extreme measures, 
made requisition upon every available vehicle, and im- 
pressed into unwilling service hundreds of citizens and 
compelled them for days to render assistance in carrying 
out the various military orders that were issued to effect- 
uate the object of the military occupation. Irresponsible 
persons, however, falsely asserted that martial law was 
proclaimed and enforced throughout the city, for which 
report there was no foundation whatever, while the writ 
of habeas corpus was not suspended and the courts were 
still in existence. True, there may have been some irreg- 
ularity at first in failing to comply with the forms of 
law in calling out and using federal and state troops, but 
the emergency was overwhelming, and speedy action im- 
perative. Communication by wire between Sacramento, 
the state capital, and San Francisco, and between these 
cities and Washington, was interrupted, but as soon as re- 
stored Governor Pardee, with that tact and forbearance 
which have characterized his action throughout the trying 
times, unhesitatingly ratified and confirmed the acts of 
the mayor and the federal and state military authorities, 
and complied with the statutory procedure prescribed for 
such cases. 


But in the meantime a prostrate city could not await 
the preliminaries which the law prescribes for the calling 
out of troops. But Mayor Schmitz and Gen. Funston 
and Gen. Koster were the men of the hour, and they 
obeyed the highest law of nature and the first duty of gov- 


ernment, without waiting for the usual formalities to be 
taken. Had they declined to act till the governor could 
issue his call, or till the court inquired into conditions and 
declared them ripe for military control, anarchy would 
have displaced all law, and life and property would have 
been wholly at the mercy of the mob. Public execration 
would have been their fate, instead of the universal ap- 
proval that came as a reward for their patriotic action. 


[ have heard of no attempt of law breakers there or at 
Galveston to invoke the jurisdiction of the courts to es- 
cape military sway, but if the attempt was made, is it pos- 
sible that one whom the troops found looting or burning, 
or one who was forced into involuntary service, or one 
who persisted in disobeying the orders which the military 
deemed necessary for preserving peace and maintaining 
order and safeguarding life and property, could, if ar- 
rested and imprisoned, ask for and obtain a writ of habeas 
corpus and, upon hearing, his discharge on the ground that 
the governor and mayor were wrong in their decision that 
the existing situation was a desperate one, requiring the 
employment of troops? Or could he be heard to say that 
he should be turned over at once to the ordinary civil au- 
thorities on the ground that keeping arrested persons un- 
der control of troops till peace was restored and usual 
conditions prevailed was not a reasonable means to the 
accomplishment of the supreme end of preserving order 
and protecting life and property? And would the courts, 
which were not “out of business” any more than was the 
city administration, hear his complaint and proceed to re- 
view the orders and acts of the executive officers to see if 
they were justified or based upon sufficient facts, and if 
they should find that erroneous conclusions were based 
upon insufficient data, or that unreasonable methods were 
adopted, discharge the prisoner and turn him loose to pur- 
sue further his lawless conduct, which the governor and 
mayor had already determined that the ordinary civil au- 
thorities were powerless to punish, restrain or prevent? | 
think not. It was reported, and doubtless is true, that 
some persons were killed by the soldiers in San Franciscc 
and at Galveston while they were’ engaged in lawless acts, 
while others were arrested and detained without warrant 
and without being at once turned over to the civil author- 
ities, but were held by the military until they deemed it 
safe to order a release. 

What difference in principle between the Texas and 
California cases and ours? It was no more the duty of 
the chief executive to protect life and property and guard 
the public health and maintain order and discipline in 
Galveston and San Francisco, where chaotic conditions 
suddenly and unexpectedly confronted the authorities as 
the result of a convuision of nature and destruction by 
the elements, than it was for the Colorado executive to 
uphold the law, protect life and property, and suppress the 
insurrection at Telluride, which was brought about and 
was being prosecuted by human agencies. The danger to 
the state itself was no greater in Texas and California 
than it was in Colorado. The action of the three gover- 
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nors was right and legal if the situation in the three cases 
was what they said it was, and the determination of the 
facts and the adoption of the means employed for prevent- 
ing anarchy and its attendant horrors in all of them rested 
solely with the executive ofhcers to whom the constitution 
granted the power, and upon whom it imposed the duty, 
of control. 


In thus disposing of the case, and without passing upon 
the governor's prerogative, or lack of it, to declare mar- 
tial law, and expressing no opinion as to the depository of 
the power to suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus, our court planted itself on a foundation that is 
impregnable to successful attack. If the first duty of the 
state is self defense, the arrest and detention of those con- 
spiring to destroy it or overthrow its Jaws are not merely 
reasonable means to the supreme end of self preservation, 
but, in the strict legal sense of the term, necessary to the 
continued supremacy of law and the protection of the lives 
If the fabric 
which the people have erected and called a state is so un- 


and property of law observing citizens. 


substantial, so feeble, that it cannot preserve its own ex- 
istence, its downfall cannot come too quickly. 

And yet, in certain interested quarters, and for palpably 
ulterior purposes, this decision at home has been character- 
ized as a wicked approval of tyrannical acts of a reckless 
governor, committed against labor-in behalf of capital. 
The court has been charged, not only with upholding the 
power of the governor to declare martial law and suspend 
the privilege of the sacred writ and sanctioning the depor- 
tation of citizens from county to county and from state to 
state, but as declaring that the condjtions which the gov- 


ernor found to exist did actually prevail, and in counte- * 


nancing the chief executive in the doing of each and all 
of the acts which he committed in discharging the arduous 
and delicate duties that devolved upon him. -Whether, if 
it were necessary, the court would assume responsibility 
for so believing, or declaring, is not the question. The 
fact is, so far as the record before it showed, the governor 
neither’ declared martial law nor suspended the privilege 
of the writ nor deported a single citizen. The court ex- 
pressed no opinion,—indeed, it could not properly do so, 
—as to whether there existed the condition of insurrection 
which the governor, in his official capacity, declared to be 
in existence. It did not, and properly could not, say that 


his every movement was expedient, or that his conduct, 
and that of his subordinates, was tactful and politic, or the 
contrary. ‘The naked legal question as to the nature and 
extent of the governor’s power to quell disordes, amount- 
ing to an insurrection, was the question presented, and the 
only one decided. With the wisdom of the governor’s ac- 
tion, or the existence of the conditions on which it was 
founded, the court, as a court, had nothing whatever to 
do,—no more than it has, when called on to determine the 
constitutionality of a legislative act, to inquire into the 
wisdom or policy of the same, or the existence of the facts 
on which the legislative mandate is founded. As individ- 
uals, the members of the court may, or may not, have an 
opinion with reference to these matters. ‘They may, or 
may not, have had information upon which, as individuals, 
they reached some conclusion, but, as judges, they had 
nothing to do with such questions, and expressed no opin- 
ion whatever. For thé reasons already. given, the court 
felt itself bound by the findings which, in its view, were 
exclusively within the province of the governor to make. 
I repeat that the court merely decided that che governor, 
in order to suppress an exisiting insurrection, might order 
the militia, when called out and engaged in suppressing 
the same, without warrant to arrest those participating 
therein, and detain them until order was restored and the 
laws could be enforced in the usual way. 


History attests the reluctance of our courts in exercis- 
ing their undoubted jurisdiction to subject to the test of 
constitutionality the official acts of the co-ordinate depart- 
ments, and in each case every reasonable douvt has been 
resolved in favor of their validity. Particularly do they 
shrink from the inquiry when the subject of dispute con- 
cerns political parties, or bears upon the result of elections, 
for on no questions are the passions of men more easily 
aroused than those affecting their political affiliations, and 
in the heat of political controversy no institution is so sa- 
cred, no public or private citizen so exalted, no character 
so spotless, as to escape the criticism and malignant abuse 
of political opponents, in the ardor of their desire to ac- 
complish the object of their ambition. 

In the case under consideration, the only question de- 
cided by the court is a naked legal one ‘concerning the ex- 
tent of the power which the people themselves have con- 
ferred upon the governor. ‘There is no flavor of party 
politics about it, and nothing to excite the baser passions. 
Notwithstanding this, the court was violently attacked at 
home, its decision adroitly misrepresented and grossly per- 
verted, and the motives of the judges questioned. It was 
charged with frittering away the inalienable rights of the 
citizen to personal liberty by denying the remedy for its 


' protection; with being a foe to organized labor, and op- 


posed to labor unions; with putting into the hand of the 
governor a weapon that enables him to destroy the govern- 
ment and declare himself a dictator. These and other 
choice bits of comment were indulged. In all candor, I 
ask of lawyers, of fair-minded, honest, intelligent men

seek the only approval they ask, what is there in this de- 
cision that is harsh or wrong, or constitutes it a violation 
of sound canons of construction, or a departure from the 
fundamental principles that underlie our social fabric and 


written constitutions? What is the revolutionary doctrine - 


announced, and how does it deprive the law abiding citi- 
zen of any constitutional right? I submit that it exhibits 
the application to a state of facts, which the court is bound 
to regard as true for the purposes of the decision, the 
soundest and sanest principles of constitutional construc- 
tion. To hold otherwise than the court did would clearly 
be a gross usurpation by it of power which it does not pos- 
sess. It would subordinate the executive to the judiciary, 
and make the latter supreme, not only in its own, but in 
the other department. Practically the courts could not 
enforce their judgment if the executive chose to disregard 
it, as in fact President Lincoln did when Chief Justice 
Taney in Ex Parte Merryman said that the president 
could not suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 

There is nothing so sacred about a court or judge as to 
exempt it or him from legitimate public or private crit- 
icism. Indeed, proper comment, the pointing out of mis- 
takes, the merciless criticism for dishonesty and corruption 
should be encouraged, and to this né honest judge can ob- 
ject. So far as I am advised, no attorney of record in the 
case was responsible for the malicious comments made up- 
on this decision. They were the outgrowth of aggravated 
political conditions then existing. 

Ordinarily the decision would have created only the in- 


. terest which attaches to an announcement ot an important 


principle, but unfortunately Moyer was a member and 
president of a labor organization which in Colorado has 
often been engaged in disputes with employers, some of 
which were attended with disorder and bloodshed, and all 
of them engendered bitter feelings on the part of both 
sides of the dispute. It was during, and in connection 
with, a strike of some of its local unions, and as, in his 
judgment, the inevitable outgrowth of the same, that the 
governor had declared the insurrection. To the injury of 
the cause of both labor and capital, politicians (opposed to 
the governor or his political organization) interfered, and, 
whether by design or merely as the result of such interpo- 





sition, the animosities, instead of being allayed, were rekin- 
dled, and without trying to furnish a basis of compromise 
the intermeddlers so intensified existing difficulties as to 
make a settlement impossible. 

When, therefore, this decision came, the passions of the 
workmen were thoroughly aroused. They were wrought 
up to such a pitch of excitement as to feel that they had 
been wronged, and smarting under a sense of the injustice 
which they believed they had suffered, they could easily be 
persuaded by inflammatory assurances, to which dema- 
gogic politicians sometimes resort, that the courts, act- 
uated by unworthy motives, had unjustly espoused the 
cause of their oppressors, and deprived them of their po- 
litical liberties. TTo get all possible advantages for their 
political party, these strife breeders declared that the deci- 
sion was a purely partisan one, made by judges who were 
members of a political party hostile to the strikers, where- 
as of the two composing the majority one is a Democrat, 
the other a Republican. 

According to the accepted standard, it would not be 
considered good form to incorporate in a judicial opinion, 
and it might be indelicate for me as a judge even now to 
make, the statement that these politicians did not believe 
the decision to be wrong. I do not wish to do them an 
injustice, or insinuaté that their expressed belief as to 
the unsoundness of the decision was only a pretense. But 
it is my privilege, as a citizen, to assert my belief that the 
attempt to distort its meaning and misrepresent the mo- 
tives of the judges would never have been made had not 
political leaders concluded that such a supposed potent 
weapon of political warfare ought not to be ignored in the 
approaching general election. That resort is sometimes 
had to such a course of conduct, when the real object is 
pecuniary gain or political advantage, is to be regretted, 
but we cannot close our eyes to the fact that it is not in- 
frequent. That it causes pain and injury to the objects 
of the attack, clouds the reputation of the state, injures its 
business interests and destroys the happiness ot the people 
and disturbs the serenity of the social order, are matters 
which do not stand in the way of persons whose conduct 
is governed by such motives. The wrongs that are thus 
done may never be entirely righted but the best way to 
soften them is intelligent public discussion which, under 
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our form of government, is the best possible remedy for 
public or governmental evils. 

The majority of our people everywhere want to do the 
right thing, and while they may occasionally indulge in 
political tergiversation, the ultimate decision is likely to be 
right. ‘The citizens of Colorado, in the main, are not 
different from those of other commonwealths. They are 
God-fearing, law-abiding men and women. ‘They come 
from the land of steady habits, the conservative eastern 
and middle states, and the sunny south where veneration 
of the constitution is taught to the children and respect 
for law is sedulously cultivated by their elders. Many of 
them are from the intelligent west, the heart ot the con- 
tinent, the bosom of the Mississippi valley, where the 
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Lord has prepared for his chosen children an earthly par- 
adise in which to live and develop the highest civic virtues. 

And so, if hereafter you see or hear or read of unusual 
procedure or startling eruptions in matters political or in- 
dustrial, and which involve the departments of govern- 
ment, in Colorado, do not set us down as wholly given 
over to lawlessness, but remember that we are building a 
commonwealth out of elements not altogether homogen 
eous, and are trying to establish laws and customs, and de- 
velop a standard of living and a code of morals, which 
will make Colorado a fit member of the glorious union of 
American states, and a safe place where good people may 
live in safety and have their property rights safeguarded, 
and their personal liberty respected.

‘Pennsylvania Business Law—A Practical Hand- 
book for Business Men and Lawyers.” By John J. 
Sullivan, A. M., LL.B., Member of the Philadel- 
phia Bar and Instructor in Commercial Law at the 
University of Pennsylvania.

We must concede the existence of a prejudice against 
this book before opening it. For works of the every-man- 
his-own-lawyer type we have in general a considerable 
amount of contempt however useful they may prove to 
the profession by promoting litigation. Mr. Sullivan’s 
book however is not in this class, and a careful perusal 
caused us to entirely alter our preconceived opinion. The 
method of treatment which he has adopted is such that 
both professional and lay reader will recognize, its value. 

This work, following a fairly good plan, is divided 
into five books. The first concerns contracts in 
general. The second begins by showing how contracts 
may be formed through agents who represent the parties 
in interest. The chapters on agency explain also the rela- 
tions of agents and their employers towards each other and 
towards third parties. In the succeeding chapters on 
partnership we are introduced to a more complicated situ- 
ation, for each member of a partnership is its agent, and 
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at the same time one of the proprietors. Then we con- 
sider certain kinds of limited partnerships which gradually 
approach in their legal features the character of a cor- 
poration. Book second concludes with a number of chap- 
ters about Pennsylvania corporations. 

Book third deals with property rights and special con- 
tracts concerning property. Sales and leases of reak estate 
are considered, as well as similar transactions affecting 
personal property. In the fourth book contracts of sure- 
tyship and guaranty and various kinds of insurance con- 
tracts are treated. In the fifth book, the subject of 
decedents’ estates is taken up together with wills and the 
intestate law of Pennsylvania. A number of forms for 
the guidance of business men are introduced in appropri- 
ate places. Specimens of accounts used in bankruptcy, real 
estate and Orphan’s Court matters are also included. 

This work is not of course a profound treatise, but then 
the author does not claim for it any such distinction. It 
can be commended for what it purports to be “a practical 
handbook for business men and lawyers.”

The Reception of Envoys; Duties of a Diplomat (1) To 
His own Government, (2) To the Foreign Government; 
Court Dress, Decorations and Presents; Immunities of 
Diplomats; The Termination of Missions; Other Diplo- 
matic Officials; Negotiations and Framing of Treaties; 
Consular Service; Ratification of Treaties; Interpretation 
of Treaties; Termination of Treaties; Compacts other 
than Treaties; Arbitration and its Procedure and Inter- 
national Claims. 

The style and method pursued is fascinating in the ex- 
treme and students of international law will ‘find this 
work an absolute necessity. In order that an idea may be 
obtained of the method of treatment we quote the follow- 
ing concerning the rejection of American ministers. 

“Several instances have occurred of the rejection of 
American ministers appointed to foreign governments. 
An examination of some of these cases will illustrate the 
causes which are recognized by governments as justifying 
their conduct. The earliest of these is the case of Charles 
C. Pinckney of South Carolina, a person of high charac- 
ter and eminent services, who was in 1796 appointed min- 
ister to France to succeed James Monroe, whose recall by 
President Washington had greatly displeased the French 
Directory. In order to show its resentment, the Direc- 
tory refused to receive Mr. Pinckney, treated him with 
great discourtesy, and ordered him to quit the country. 
Mr. Pinckney afterwards served in the Commission of 
1797 to adjust our differences with France. To him 
was attributed the utterance which became famous. “Mil- 
lions for defense but not one cent for tribute’; and the 
words have been inserted on the tablet to his memory in 
his native city. But it is not known that the expression 
was not used by him but by a friend in a eulogy upon his 
career. 

Anson Burlingame, a member of Congress from Massa- 
chusetts was appointed by President Lincoln in 1861 min- 
ister to Austria. On his arrival at Paris, en route to his 
post at Vienna, he reported to the Department of State 
that the Secretary of Prince Metternich, Austrian Am- 
bassador to France, called on the secretary of the Ameri- 
can legation with the message that the Prince would be 


pleased to have Mr. Burlingame remain at Paris until the 
way might be clear for his presentation at Vienna. Mr. 
Burlingame stated to the department that the trouble 
probably sprang from his authorship and advocacy of the 
bill raising the Sardinian mission from minister resident 
to minister plenipotentiary, taken in connection with his 
well-known sentiments in favor of the Italians. He had 
likewise been an ardent friend of Hungarian indepen- 
dence. He had added this comment. “If the Austrian 
government choose to make an issue * * *  involv- 
ing the assumption on her part, of the right to demand 
that we should send, not an American, but an Austrian, 
in feeling, she will, in my opinion, prove weak where she 
has been strongest in her diplomacy.” He proposed to 
the department to go on to Vienna and force a decision, 
but Secretary Seward concluded that the better solution 
was to transfer him to China, a course which resulted in 
greatly enhancing his usefulness and fame. 

The case of A. M. Keiley, a prominent lawyer of Vir- 
ginia, is one which occasioned a lengthy correspondence 
and attracted much attention. He was appointed minister 
to Italy by President Cleveland in March 1885, and con- 
firmed by the Senate April 2. Ten days after his confir- 
mation an account appeared in a New York City news- 
paper giving a report of a public indignation meeting held 
in a Catholic Church in Richmond, Virginia in 1871, af- 
ter the occupation of Rome by the king of Italy. Mr. 
Keiley was chairman of a committee, which brought in 
a resolution adopted by the meeting “protesting against 
the invasion and spoliation of the States of the Church by 
King Victor Emmanuel as a crime against solemn trea- 
ties,” and, in advocating it, Mr. Keiley made a bitter at- 
tack upon the king. 

The Italian minister‘ in Washington lost no time in 
bringing the publication to the attention of his govern- 
ment, which instructed him by cable to say to the Amer- 
ican government that it was impossible that Mr. Keiley 
“might be a persona grata to our king,” and expressing 
the hope that the United States government would be 
willing to bestow a new proof of sincere amity in appoint- 
ing another candidate as its representative at Rome. Mr. 
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Bayard, secretary of state, recognized the right of Italy 
to object. Mr. Keiley tendered his resignation, and the 
incident was closed so far as Italy was concerned, but it 
only opened a new and more interesting chapter in diplo- 
macy. 

The day after the tender of his resignation as-minister 
to Italy, Mr. Keiley was nominated as minister to Aus- 
tria and he was promptly confirmed by the Senate. On 
May 4, Secretary Bayard notified the Austrian minister 
in Washington of the appointment and bespoke for him 
“that favorable reception at Vienna which is due to his 
merits as an American citizen of great ability and charac- 
ter.’ Within four days a cabled notification in writing 
was delivered to Secretary Bayard “that here (in Vienna) 
too, like in Rome, prevail scruples against the choice” and 
he was earnestly entreated that the newly appointed min- 
ister might not reach Vienna “before our confidential con- 
sent to his nomination has taken place,” and it was added 
that “the position of a foreign envoy wedded to a Jewess 
by civil marriage would be untenable and even impossible 
in Vienna.” But Mr. Keiley had sailed for his post be- 
fore the notification was received. 

After a delay of ten days Secretary Bayard sent the 
Austrian minister in Washington a long and caustic note, 
in which, referring to the ground of objection that Mr. 
Keiley’s wife was a Jewess, he stated that such an objec- 
tion would not be assented to as valid by the American 
government or people, but must be emphatically and 
promptly denied”; that “religious liberty is the chief cor- 
nerstone of the American system of government * * * 
imbedded in the written charter and interwoven in the 
moral fabric of its laws;” that a contrary doctrine cannot 
“for a moment be accepted by the great family of civil- 
ized nations or be allowed to control their diplomatic in- 
tercourse.” While Mr. Bayard recognized “the un- 
doubted right of rejection,” he “most earnestly and re- 
spectfully craved the Austrian government to reconsider 
its views.”’ Apparently not satisfied with the fullness of 
his first communication, it was followed two days later 
by a second note in which he set forth the practice of the 
United States not to consult a foreign government as to 
the acceptability of a minister in advance of his appoint- 
ment, and proceeded to show that there were important 
reasons why the European practice had never been adopted 
by his government. 

These letters led the Austrian government to modify 
the ground of its objection. It declined to conduct a dis- 
cussion with the government of the United States upon 
religious liberty and diplomatic law, “as in Austria as well 
there was an entire liberty of religious worship.” The 
objection to Mr. Keiley’s reception was then stated to be 
“founded upon want of political tact evinced on his part 
on a former occasion, in consequence of which a friendly 
power declined to receive him; and upon the certainty that 
his domestic relations preclude that reception of him by 
Vienna society which we judge desirable for the repre- 
sentative of the United States.” The correspondence and 


discussion continued through several months, the Austrian 
government remaining firm in its opposition to Mr. Kei- 
ley’s reception, and meanwhile, he had arrested his jour- 
ney and sojourned in Paris, until he finally, and for the 
second time, tendered his resignation, and was provided 
with a post on the. International Court in Egypt, a place 
where the rules of diplomatic etiquette could not follow 
him. The government of the United States showed its 
resentment by leaving the legation at Vienna in charge 
of a secretary for some time afterwards. 

One more instance may be cited to illustrate the 
grounds of objection advanced for the rejection of a min- 
ister. Hon. Henry W. Blair at the expiration of a long 
term of service in the Senate of the United States, was 
appointed by President Harrison in 1891 minister to 
China, was confirmed by the Senate and set out for his post 
at Peking. Meanwhile the newspapers had published ex- 
tracts from the debates in the Senate showing that Mr. 
Blair had compared the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United States to the introduction of yellow fever, and 
contended that their exclusion was the exercise of a similar 
“power by which we exclude by national force pestilential 
diseases from any portion of the country.” 

The Chinese government upon beirig informed of these 
publications instructed its minister in Washington to say 
to the secretary of state that as Mr. Blair “had bitterly 
abused China in the Senate, * * * and was con- 
spicuous in helping to pass the oppressive exclusion act” 
his coming as minister “might be detrimental to the in- 
tercourse of the two nations;” and to request that some 
persona grata be appointed in his stead. The acting secre- 
tary of state insisted with the Chinese minister that the 
newspaper publication had done Mr. Blair injustice, as 
he had shown himself friendly to the Chinese people and 
government, but the answer was returned that 
though it was possible that some of the news- 
paper reports had been erroneous, it was an un- 
doubted fact that Mr. Blair had voted for the law known 
as the Scott exclusion act, which openly violated an exist- 
ing treaty, and was passed at a time when new negotia- 
tions were in progress; and that the state of feeling in 
China was so bitter it would not be advisable to receive 
Mr. Blair as minister. ark 

Mr. Blair was recalled before he -had sailed from 
the Pacific port, and resigned his commissien, although 
contending that he had been misrepresented and was the 
victim of personal conspiracy. -

WE CHEERFULLY MAKE THE CORRECTION. 


Sir: ‘The American Lawyer” for September, 1906, 
contained an account in which Judge Reeves’ Litchfield 
Law School, founded in 1784, is declared to be “the first 
law school established in the United States of America.” 
The Litchfield school was our sec- 
ond, and not our first American law school in point of 
time; and, as this misstatement of fact has been repeatedly 
copied into many of the newspapers and law magazines, 
I will ask you to correct it. The date of the founding 
of the Litchfield Law School is correctly given as 1784. 
It is well known, however, that Chancellor Wythe, of 
Virginia, not only taught a private law school at Wil- 
liamsburgh, Virginia, for many years prior to 1779, but 
when the course of study of William and Mary Col- 
lege was remodeled under the influence of Mr. Jeffer- 
son in 1779, a regular professorship of law was estab- 
lished in that college. Under that reorganization Chan- 
cellor Wythe became the first professor of law in Wil- 
liam and Mary College, and in the United States. He 
continued to fill the position until 1789, when he was 
succeeded by Judge St. George Tucker (editor of Tuck- 
er’s Blackstone, 1803), who filled the law professorship 
from 1789 to 1826. (Appleton’s Cyclopedia of Am. 
Biog., vol. 6, p. 634; William and Mary College Quar- 
terly, vol. 6, pp. 180-185). It is a well-known fact that 
Jefferson studied law under Chancellor Wythe from 
1762 to 1767, while he conducted his private law school, 
and that John Marshall attended his law lectures at Wil- 
liam and Mary in the Winter of 1779-80 while at home 
on furlough. 


This is an error. 


In speaking of William and Mary College, the historian 
John Fiske Says: 

“It was the first college in America to introduce teach- 
ing by lectures and the elective system of study; it was 
the first to unite a group of faculties into a university; 
second in the English world to have a chair of 
Municipal Law, George Wythe coming to such a pro- 
fessorship a few years after Sir William Blackstone; it 
was the first in America to establish a chair of History 
and Political Science; and it was one of the first to pur- 
sue a thoroughly secular and unsectarian policy.” (Old 
Virginia and Her Neighbors, vol. 2, p. 128). 

Blackstone became the first professor of common law 
at Oxford in 1758; Wythe became the second like pro- 
fessor at William and Mary “a few years after” in 
while Reeves became the third at Litchfield in

1779, 
1784. 

In this connection it may not be out of place to publish 
the dates of the foundation of our law schools as given 
by Hon. Lawrence Maxwell, Jr., of Cincinnati (ex- 
Solicitor-General of the United States), in an address 
before the Ohio State Bar Association in 1897, viz.: 
Litchfield, 1784 (erroneously given as our first law 
school); Harvard, 1817; Yale, 1824; University of 
Virginia, 1825; Cincinnati, 1833, being the first west of 
the Alleghany Mountains. 

This statement wholly fails to mention two of our 
early law schools: the first, begun by Wythe at William 
and Mary in 1779, and the third, by Justice James Wil- 
son at Philadelphia College in 1790.

An unauthorized inspection of property shipped in sealed 
cars, permitted by a carrier, is held, in Dudley v. Chicago, 
M. & St. P. R. Co. (W. Va. 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1135, not to 
amount to a wrongful delivery, so as to make the carrier liable 
for the value of the property as for a conversion thereof 
A shipper is held, in Wabash R. Co. v. Campbell (Ill.) 3 
L.R.A.(N.S.) 1092, not bound, in order to minimize dam- 
ages and relieve himself from the charge of contributory neg- 
ligence, to remove from the car in which his cattle are placed 
a notice erroneously posted thereon by the carrier, indicating 
that the cattle are from an infected district; such notices 
being provided by government regulation, and interference 


with them being prohibited under penalty 


Easements 


\ deed partitioning land between heirs is held, in Gaynor 
v. Bauer (Ala.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1082, not to convey ease- 
ments to continue existing stairways and drains on the divi- 
ion line. 

The owner of land across which an easement has been 
acquired for a right of way for a ditch is held, in Smith Canal 
or D. Co. v. Colorado Ice & S. Co. (Colo.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 
1148, to have a right to cross the same with a pipe line to 
utilize, on one side of the ditch, water developed on the other 
side. 


Landlord and Tenant 


The doctrine of assumed risk is held, in B. Shoninger Co 
v. Mann (Ill.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1097, not applicable to relieve a 
landlord from liability to a tenant’s employee for injuries 
caused by the unsafe condition of a common passageway. 
The right of the lessor to recover damages for injury to the 
enjoyment and occupation of premises while they are in pos- 
session of a tenant, by the maintenance of a nuisance not of a 
permanent character on adjoining premises, is denied in Miller 
v. Edison Electric Illum. Co. (N. Y.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1060, 
although during such continuance the lease had terminated 
and been renewed at a reduced rental because of the nuis- 


ance, 
Limitations. 


An injunction against the commencement of an action is 
held. in Hunter v. Niagara F. Ins. Co. (Ohio) 3 L-R.A. 
(N.S.) 1187, not to save the running of the statute of Jimita- 
tions, unless the statute so provides. 

The rule that the statute of limitations does not run against 
a state is held, in Eastern State Hospital v. Winston (Va.) 
3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 746, applicable in favor of a claim by a hos- 
pital, which is a mere agency of the state, owned and con- 
trolfed by it. 


Mandamus. 


The right to mandamus to compel a medical college to com- 
ply with its contract to furnish a diploma to a student who 





had completed the course, is denied in State ex rel. Burg v. 
Milwaukee Medical College (Wis.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1115, on 
the ground that there is an adequate remedy by an action for 
a breach Of the contract, or by a suit for specific performance. 


Mines. 


The California supreme court reverses in Kern Oil Co. v. 
Crawford (Cal.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 9093, its former position by 
holding that the locator of a placer mining claim upon sur- 
veved land of the United States, which is by statute required 
to follow the section lines, is not bound to mark the boundaries 
upon the ground. 


Wills. 


Ante-testamentary declarations of a testator are held, in 
Hobson v. Moorman (Tenn.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 749, to be inad- 
missible as substantive evidence -of undue influence in the 
making of a will. 

A recital, in a will, of a conveyance of land to a certain per- 
son is held, in Noble v. Tipton (Ill.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 645, not 
to be effective as a devise, if the conveyance proves ineffectual. 

A devisee of land encumbered after the execution of the 
will is held, in French v. French (Va.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 808, 
to be entitled to have the encumbrance removed, ‘at the 
expense of pecuniary and specific legacies, out of the per- 
sonal estate, where the will directs payment of all debts from 
any personal property that the testator may have at the time 
of his death. 

A condition forbidding an alienation for five years, annexed 
to a conveyance in fee simple, is held, in Latimer v, Waddell 
(N. C.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 668, to be void. A note to this case 
reviews the other authorities on validity of restraints on the 
alienation of a fee simple during a limited time. 

A gift to take effect after the death of testator’s children, 
and the youngest grandchild has been of age ten years, is 
held, in Re Kountz (Pa.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 639, to be void 
under the rule against perpetuities. 

A devise over upon the cessation of lineal descendants of the 
first taker is held, in Merrill v. American Baptist Missionary 
Union (N. H.) 2 L.R.A.(N.S.) 1143, to-be void as against 
public policy. * ~ ‘ 


Damages. 


The measure of damages for the occasional flooding of land 
because of an insufficient culvert is held, in Harvéy v. Mason 
City & F. D. R. Co. (Iowa) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 973, to be the 
difference between the fair market value of the land imme- 
diately before and after the injury, including therein the value 
and condition of the crops which may have been injured. 

Loss of use of a portion of a manufacturing plant is held, 
in Connersville Wagon Co. v. McFarlan Carriage Co. (Ind.) 
3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 709, not to be a proper element of damages 
for failure to deliver certain goods to a manufacturer. 

The value of land on a river bank, sought under the power 
of eminent domain for a pond to supply a wafer power, as part 
of the natural power at that point, is held, in Brown v. W. T. 
Weaver Power Co. (N.-C.) 3 L.R.A.(N.S.) 912, to be prop- 
erly considered in fixing the compensation.
